Great Britain had many irons in the fire 
in Palestine in 1916. Great Britain was ob- 
ligated to turn over Palestine to Zionists 
for their future Zionist sovereign state, 
under the notorious 1916 London Agree- 
ment, after termination of World War I. 
Great Britain could never escape that obli- 
gation to Zionists, with Lord Rothschild, 
world's No. 1 Zionist, ruler of the rulers 
of- Great Britain, Zionist uncrowned king. 

Great Britain had other reasons also for 
implementing the notorious 1916 London 
Agreement. The Zionist hierarchy had 
assured Great Britain that the future Zion- 
ist sovereign state in Palestine would^ ar- 
range to become a member of the British 
Empire as soon as the political dust settled, 
on the Zionist sovereign state in Palestine* 

Great Britain planned to cut a canal 
■through the future Zionist sovereign state, 
connecting the Mediterranean with the Red 
Sea, from Gaza to the Gulf of Aquaba, that 
empties into the Ked Sea, iihus providing 
Great Britain with a canal in perpetuity, 
passing through British territory, something 
Great Britain badly needed, as much then 
as now, sp vital to Great Britain's survival. 

Great Britain was well aware the Suez 
Canal concession, given deLesseps by Egypt 
in 1856, would finally end in ninety-nine 
y^ars, when the Suez Canal would revert 
to Egypt. That day would be a black day 
for Great Britain. Great Britain planned in 
1916 to construct a modern two-lane two- 
way canal from Gaza to the Gulf of Aqua- 
ba, that would forever end Great Britain's 
dependence upon the one-hundred year old 
one-lane one-way Suez Canal, the weakest 
link in Great Britain's vulnerable lifeline, 
^ Great Britain also badly needed a mem- 
ber of the British Empire In the heart of 
the Middle East oil area. Oil was rapidly 
replacing coal for fuel in Great Britain's 
navy and merchant marine, and Great 
Britain's colonies could not provide. Great 
Britain with oil. Great Britain planned in 
1916 that the future Zionist sovereign state 
in Palestine would provide Grea't Britain 
with a member of the British Empire in the 
heart of the Middle East's big oil reserves.

The 
cryptic language was to conceal, for good 
?eason, the reciprocal British and Zionist 
obligations under the notorious 1916 Lon- 
'don Agreement, The reciprocal British and 
Zionist obligations, under the notorious 
1916 London Agreement, was a vei*y well 
kept secret from the Christian public in 
both Great Britain and the United States. 
Zionist leaders in London and Washing- 
ton agreed it was important to couch the 
communication obtamed from Great Brit- 
-^in in-ciyptic-languagef-because^ionist 
"leaders planned to give the communication 
.world-wide publicity for propaganda pur- 
poses at a future time. The cryptic language 
<fi the communication would serve to con- 
ceal from Christians the reciprocal British 
and Zionist obligations under the notorious 
3916 London Agreement, then^till a secret 
The infamous so-called Balfour Declara- 
tion was accordingly couchea in crsTitic 
language, that concealed froin Christians, 
the fact that Great Britain was obligated 
4o turn over Palestine to Zionists for their 
future Zionist sovereign state, as Great 
Britain's compensation to Zionists for rail- 
roading United States into World War I, 
as Great Britain's ally to defeat Germany. 
Six Icnown drafts of that cryptic com- 
munication were exchanged between Zion- 
ist leaders in London and Washington, 
between April 6, 1917, the date the United 
States declared war against Germany, and 
November 2, 1917, before cryptic language 
for the communication was finally agreed 
upon by Zionist leaders. The ci^ptic lan- 
guage for their November 2, 1917 draft 
adequately concealed from Christians the 
objective of the notorious 1916 London 
'Agreement, still keeping the terms secret. 
A copy of the acceptable communication 
was forwarded from Washington to Lon- 
'don, to Arthur Balfour, Great Britain's 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, with instruc- 
tions to transcribe the draft onto the official 
stationery of Great Britain's Fareign Office, 
and to deliver an executed copy to Lord 
Rothschild in London, the same LordHoths- 
child who assisted in preparing the cryptic 
communication, Zionist No, 1 master-mmd. 
The cryptic communication referred to 
as the infamous Balfour Declaration re- 
ceived that name only from the fact that 
Ai*thur Balfour affixed his signature to the 
letter delivered to Lord Rothschild, By any 
sti-clch of the imagination, that cryptic 
communication was not in any sense a 
"declaration" By Arthur Balfour. Zionist 
leaders wanted the signature of Arthur 
Balfour affixed to that letter as GreatBrit- 
ain's Minister for Foreign Affairs, to lend 
prestige to that cryptic communication as 
Zionist propaganda, when the time arrived 
lio use that communication as propaganda. 
Tho infamous so-called Balfour Declar- 
. ation appears below exactly as written: 
Foreign Office 
November 2, 1917. 
Dear Lord Rothschild, 
I have much pleasure in conveying to you 
on hehalf of His Majesty's G»vernment the 
following declaration of sympathy with the 
Jewish Zionist aspirations, which has been 
submitted to and approved by the Cabinet. 
His Majestsc's Government view with favor 
the establishment in Palestine of a national 
home for Iho Jewish people, and will use 
their best endeavors to facilitate the' 
acliievement of this object, IT BEING 
CLEARLY UNDE;RST00D THAT NOTH- 
ING SHALL BE DONE WHICH MAY 
PREJUDICE THE CIVIL AND RELIGIOUS 
RIGHTS OF EXISTING NON-JEWISH 
COMMUNITIES IN PALESTINE or the 
rights or political status enjoyed by Jews 
in any other country, 

I will be happy if you would bring this 
Declaration to the knowledge of the Zion- 
ist Federation.

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In this day and age, it seems impossible 
that any sane persons would interpret that 
infamous so-called Balfour Declaration as 
a "bill of sale" foi* Palestine, from Great 
Britain to Zionists. Great Bi*itain could 
not honorably promise something which 
Great Biitahi did not own, as a considera- 
tion in exchange- for something of value. 
In all histoi-y from the beginning of time, 
Great Britain nevei* owned a square inch of 
Palestine that Great Britain could promise 
as Great Britain promised Palestine to 
5^ionisf5, a crime if done by individuals. 

In 1920 the League of Nations directed 
ihat^anLfiIecJtioni)eLKeldJnXaIfisJtiiielas_soion. 
as arrangements could be made to hold an 
election, to create the Government of Pales- 
tine. The League of Nations also directed 
that-the population of Palestine decide for 
themselves the country they wished to act 
as Palestine's "temporary administrator," 
under which the election to create the 
Government of Palestine was to be con- 
ducted, as provided in Article XXII of the 
League of Nations Covenant for an election. 

In steps taken to select a country to act 
as "temporary administrator" of Palestine, 
eighty-two percent (82%) of Palestine's 
total population asked for the United States 
to act as Palestine's temporary^administra- 
tor. The choice was made when there were 
in Palestine 700,000 Christians and Mos- 
lems, and 50,000 Zionists, of whom about 
one-half were non-Zionist and anti-Zionist, 
long-resident orthodox religious pilgrims. 

Advised of that choice. Great Britain 
and Zionists immediately took steps to 
prevent the United States from acting as 
Palestine's temporary administrator. Great 
Britain and Zionists saw the danger, that 
Great Britain would be unable lo turn over 
Palestine to Zionists for their future Zionist 
sovereign state, if the United States jicfced 
as Palestine's temporary administrator, and 
promptly held the election to create the 
Qovernment of Palestine, as then required. 

If the United States held the election 
-"promptly, to-elect the Government of Pa]-, 
"estine, the Government of Palestine created 
by that election would surely not be a 
Zioliist sovereign state. With a Palestine 
population at that time of 700,000 Chris- 
tians and Moslems, and 50,000 Zionists, 
non-Zionists and anti-Zionists, the elected 
Government of Palestine could not possibly 
become the future Zionist sovereign state. 

To uisure against any possibility that the 
United States might act as Palestine's tem- 
porary administrator, Great Britain im- 
mediately stationed 200,000 British troops 
in Palesiihe, to act as a shield behind which 
Great Britain planned to transplant . the 
necessary number of Zionists into Palestine 
from eastern Europe, to create a Zionist 
majority in Palestine's population as quick- 
ly as possible, and Great Britain also im- 
mediately flew Herbert Samuel from Lon- 
don to Palestine, announcing to the world 
upon Herbert Samuel's arrival in Palestine, 
that Great Britain had designated Herbert 
Samuel as Palestine's High Commissioner, 
and that Great Britain would thereafter act 
as "temporary administrator" of Palestine, 
under Article XXII of the League of Na- 
tions Covenant, This was. bad news to Pal- 
estine's population, to the United States 
and to members of the League of Nations, 

The opposition by Palestine's 700,000 
Christians and Moslems made little differ- 
ence to Great Britain or to Zionists. The 
KingrCrane Report, on Great Britain's 
double-crossing of United States, strongly 
condemned Great Britain and Zionists for 
their interference in Palestine's affairs.

Palestine was recognized in* 1919 as an 
autonomous independent sovereign state by 
all the nations of the Avorld assembled in 
Paris ^or the Versailles Peace Conference, 
At that time and for the very same purpose, 
recoguition was then extended to Syria, the 
Iraq, Lebanon, Saudi Arabia, the Kingdom 
of Yemen and Trans-Jordan as autonomous 
independent sovereign states. All of these, 
with the single exception of Palestine, liave 
continued their existence since 1919 as 
autonomous independent sovereign states, 
and they are all now members of United 
Nations, with the exception of Palestine. 

The "delegation" of 'Zionists to the Ver- 
sailles Peace Conference in Paris, called 
the fact to Great Britain's attention, that 
Zionists in the United States had performed 
their obligation under the notorious 1916 
London Agreement, and Zionists demanded 
Great Britain to perform their reciprocal 
obligation.

At the Versailles Peace Conference in 
Paris in 1919, the Ottoman Empire was 
treated as a defeated ally in World War I 
of a defeated Germany. Great Britain was 
determined to slice the Middle East into 
seven small and vreak autonomous indepen- 
dent sovereign states. Great Britain forced 
upon the Middle East the historic British 
foreign policy to try to "divide and rule." 

The Zionist "delegation" to the Ver- 
sailles Peace Conference in Paris in 1919 
claimed one hundred and seventeen (117) 
Zionist "delegates," from countries through- 
out the world.

How long will we let Martin Luther King 
cause hmocent negi'o children to be used and 
Idlled needlessly?

claimed he spent on the demonstrations there 
srane time back building hotels, motels, 
restaurants and faotories in which his people 
would have been given the jobs he seeks for 
them, and at the same time meet the need of 
public accommodations. As it now stands, no 
ono has anything to show to the- public for 
the 5300,000. The publicity seekers such as 
Br. Martin Luther King Jr. operate for peT- 
ponal glory, ^nd wealth at the "expense of 
theii' victims. 

"Tliose who devote tlieir time and energy 
in sponsoring activities that a"eate distiu-b- 
ances in various parts of the, country have 
ignored entirely the basic needs of the mi- 
nority group with which Uiey identify them- 
.gelves. They have developed a technique for 
exploitation of the negroes unlmo\vn to past 
generations. They have not added one cent to 
^le economic stability of tlie negro race. 

'•Tliere were in the excess of 1,800 dem- 
onstL'ations in 1963, aside from those of 1964, 
anfl tliotisands of arrests of demonstrators 
fca: whom bail had to be provided and legal 
defense made available. Between $500,000 
and $1 milUon was needed for the above 
purpose. With this sum of money, together 
with the matching funds fvom the Federal 
Govemment, the negroes could have built 
first-class hotels, motels and factories in 
several states of the United States employing 
httndreds ' of thousands of other negroes^i 
and adding millions to the wealth of the 
negro race. 

"As it now stands, the demonstrators and 
intfigi'ation leadei-s have not added one cent 
^ the negro or made available to him any 
employment by other negroos. On the con- 
Iraiy, the ill .feeling engineered by the civil 
rights leaders deprived tliousands of other 
negroes of jobs they would otherwise have 
>rad."

the laws of our land, to seek to force him- 
self upon a congregation of white Christians 
Svho do not invite or welcome his membership 
among them.

There is no law on' the statute 
book of the United States of America that

^ Enhance The Negro Image 

Negro millionaire S. B. Fuller has held a 
press conference in Chicago and announced 
■feat his race should "halt demtmstrations, go 
to school with their - own, stop suing, and 
start selling." 

Fuller stated that he did uot agree with 
any part of the present civil rights bill. 

This millionaire industrialist said; "I would 
iiesent anybody forcing me to Idre someone 
I didn't want." 

Concemmg sit-ins, protest marches and 
other 'demonsti-ations, he said, "all the 
street demonstrations in the world; backed 
Up by all manner of civil rights legislation, 
will not improve the racial situation." 

Fuller pointed out that "you caimbt leg-" 
Islate men's thoughts. Yet any negro who 
does not think his salvation lies in fee civil 
rights movement is. looked dcfwn upon by 
Uie entire race." 

"Negroes must gain economic equality 
through their own initiative before feey can 
achieve racial equality.'* He then continued, 
"fee negro's economic plight was not prim- 
arily discrimination 6o much aa it is the 
liegro's lack of desire to improve .his lot," 

Fuller suggested that civil rights leaders 
might better spend their time encouraging 
negMea to get off public assistance rolls and 
into jobs. 

"If we don't stop fee relief trend," he said, 
*'oyer 50 per cent of fee negro population' 
wiB be living on Government reservations 
within the next 20 years." 

Fuller feen spoke to the press gafeering 
about the education problem. "It makes 
little difference whefeer negroes obtain edu- 
cation in all negro or integrated schools. If 
a white person gets a good education going

"The details of the Chinese Eeds* suppr*;®- 
sion of humanity have been revealed by the 
House Un-American Activities Committee; 
which has heard testunony by religions 
leaders of Asia. Thei Red campaign has been, 
nsing every weapon at hand to wpe ^ut^ 
Christianity among the Chinese, the mlis* 
sionary witnesses reported, ; 

"The editorial then went on to recount }h(s 
fact that the goverm'ng body of a prombient 
Protestant chnrch group had just called vfor 
Mutual imdersfonding* with Eed China ,a /* 
arid had urged that the Peipuig regimet be 
recognized by the United States and admit- 
ted to the Unite4 Nations. The editorial con- 
cluded; 

"It makes us wonder tvhat kind ef dream- 
world wishful thinking dominates the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the. . , . Church. 

"There is somethhig topsy-turvy aboutthp 
guiding body of a Christian church aslioig 
that tho U. S. and the world clasp ithe 
bloody hand of a regime which seeks tolex- 
terminate Christianity. 

"Tlie implications of this editorial ar,e clear 
—Communists ami Communist fellow-trotvel- 
ers and sympathizers have successfully 
infiltrated into otur churclies. The foregoing 
is not an isolated example by any means; it 
is known that even the pastors of certain 
of our churclies are card-carrying Conunur 
nists! TIio extent of Commimistic activities, 
in religious groups is further detailed below. 

"Communism in Religion. From a variety 

of authoritative sources, there appears to be 

' overwheUamg evidence of Commum*st ^bti- 
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religious activity in the United States through 
the infiltration of fellow-travelers into 
churches and educational institutions. 

"Hie National Council of Churclies in the 
USA officially sponsored the Revised Stan- 
dard Version of tha Bible. Of ili& 95 persons 
who served in this project, SO have been 
affiliated with pro-Communist fronts, projects 
and publications, 

"Injts own brochure, the National Council 
ot Churches listed the names of the Revision 
Committee and the Advisory Board, Among 
these were Walter Russell Boivie of Grace 
rChurch, New York; Henry J. Cadbnry of 
tjfervard University; George Dahl of Yale 
University; Erederidc 0. Grant of Seabnry- 
Westem Theological Seminary; and Leroy 
Waterman of the University of Michigan, 
"All of these men were affiliated, for example, 
with" the National Federation for Constitu- 
tional Liberties (NFCL). 

"The House Committee on Un-Amerhan 
'Activities said of the NFCL: There can be 
no reasonable doubt about the fact that the 
National Federation for Constitutional lib- 
erties ... is one of the viciously subversive 
organizations of the Communist Psaiy.* 
Former Attorney General Francis Biddle 
described the NFCL thus: Tart of what 
Lenin called the *soIar system of organiza- 
tions,' ostensibly having no connection with

between men. Tliere is no human dignity; 
thoy are all Uko anhnals. There is no guilt 
associated with the murder of individuals for 
tUo improvement of tho state. In Comraunist 
Party ch*cle«f, a woman must submit herself 
to any Party member who desbes her favor. 
H tho woman rofnses a Party member, sho 
may bo tlirowji mto jail or stripped and 
nailed to a wall imtil she dies. Another 
punishment k to cut the breasts off tho 
woman who ro£usos.**' 

Tills Air Force Manual report consists of 
20 pages of facts— many are temfyiHg; an 
are dociunented U'uth. It ends with this para- 
graph of ad\'ice to tlie man in the Air 
Force: 

^TTrom all of the foregoing, you can 
Jndge for yoursolf how much yo\i must be 
alert, and how carefully you must evaluate 
any conversation, speech, ajrtiele, sermon, or 
book which you may have occasion to hear 
or ro^a if the suhjecfc touches adversely upon 
any aspect of tho American way, of life— our 
rjeUgion, our morals, our social lives, or oiu: 
political and economic institutions. Wo be- 
Uevo in the dignity of man— in the right of 
every individual to choose his manner of 
living, worship, his occupation, hi short, 
everytlihig that ho does, so long as the rights 
fiE other indi%iduals are respected. In con- 
fcDast, tho Communists heliovo tho state to 
bo supreme— -in individual lives, hi family 
life, iu morals, in religion, hi govornment 
and iu the economics of mahhig a li\ing." 
On February 11, 1960, James Wine, Asso- 
ciate General Secretaiy of the National 
Councii of Chui'ches, addi-essed a letter to 
Sccrctaiy of Defense^ aromas Gates, en- 
dosing a copy of this Air Force Trainuig 
Manual, complaiiung that tlie manual was 
in "patent contravention" of the first amend- 
ment of the Constitution of the United 
States. Dudley Shaip, Seci^tary of the Air 
Force, testified he had "immediately started 
an investigation hut found that the manual 
had been witlidKi\^-3i on the niomhig of 
tlie same day that James Whie \\Tot6 his 
letter." What unseen power could have suf- 
ficient force to command immediate with- 
drawal of this manual? 

It is interesting to note here that Secre- 
tsiry of Defense, Thomas Gates, is a member 
of Hie Council on Foreign l?elations, part of 
the Invisible Government in America, an 
organization dedicabed to a one-world social- 
ist system, maldng America a part of it (4), 
It is the reference to the Revised Standard 
Version of the Bible that stiiTcd the wratli 
of Uie leaders of the ESTational Coimcil of 
Churdies; yet, strange as it ma5' seem, the 
National Council of Churches has made no 
. ohallenge of the factual material offered in 
tho manual concei'iiing tlie Communist-front 
identity of 30 of the 95 translators (5). 

Tiie National Council of Ciuirches in the 
USA was created in 1950, with Iieadquarters 
in New York-, with a budget of 13 million 
dollars. The National Council of Chui'ches 
took churches into its membership without 
consulting various parishes or priests. They 
cover 35 denominations, which do not in- 
clude Catholic and Jewish.

Such filth and corruption! However, this 
is not found in a smutty, pornographic boo!< 
—it is found in a publication of the National 
Council of Churches, a so-called religious 
organisation, ^vhich is advocating the break- 
ing of tlie Ten Commandments. Tiie Ala- 
bama Legislative Commission summarizes 
the NCC report with the following: 

"Conti'ary to popular belief, The Natioiuil

In the former, the 
following four departments cooperate closely 
with us: Racial and Cultural Relations; In- 
ternational Justice and Goodwill; Research;

Withm the Division of Christian Edu- 
cation, our major contacts are witii theDept, 
of Intergroup Education, established cooper- 
atively by the American Jewish Committee, 
the ADL and the National Comicil of 
Churches; and the Departments of Leader- 
ship Education, Ciurriculum, Audio-Visual 
Aids, and Publications. 

"Our primary Catiiolic contact is with the 
National Catholic Welfare Conference, par- 
ticularly the department of Education and 
Press. We also work witli the National 
Catholic Biblical Association, Catholic Uni- 
versity of America, other Catiiolic imiversi- 
ties, and individual chanceries. 

"Other sources uidudo the World Council 
of Giurclies, in coimcction with sucli issues 
as Israel, DP legislation, immigration; Stato 
and City Church Councils and aiinisterial 
Associations, in dealing with local problems r' 
the Religious Education Association; the 
Catholic and Protestant press; the Protes- 
tant Film and Radio Commission; National 
Conference of- Christians and Jews . . ." 

And from page 100 of the 1953 AJC 
Budget we find: 

"1— The establislmient of a Dept. of In- 
tergroup Education within the National 
Council of Cliiu-dies, beginning July 1, 1951,

The Federal Agency in Washington .has 
now admittedly engaged the Nation in all- 
out war. And, they have finally told us why 
—or did they? The President has stated 
tfiat^y^grar^.«^tr:-yapyijnaJri'6tfty^^q^|ni^ftOTp-j; 
pliance with our "solemn commitments?' 
under the (U.N.) SBATO treaty; that 
South Viet Nam had asked us to save het 
from the "communists", and we are goin^ 
to save her. 

"Just WHO asked for our help?" The 
Diems? And "we arranged the assassina- 
tion of the anti-"communist" Diems who 
were WINNING the war, and have been 
losing ever since. Is this the NEW Ameri- 
can Way? 

Surely no responsible citizen believes the 
Federal Agency has acted in good faith 
with the Viet Namese, or with Americans 
in the Viet Nam situation. In the first, 
place, they have not asked Congress to de- 
clare war as required by law. They have 
used the Diems as excuse for committing 
our men to an illegal war, for very dubious' 
objectives. If the objectives were honest 
and tolerable, they would have presented 
their case to the Congress and the People 
frankly. And this they have not done. The 
President's off-side remark that we are in 
Viet Nam in fulfillment of our, "solemn 
commitments'* under the SEATO treaty is 
the ONLY CLUE we had as to what we 
are trying to do in Viet Nam. He LET THE 
TRUTH SLIP OUT during a press confer- 
ence, and there has been dead silence about 
the SEATO arrangement ever since. No- 
body in Washington wants us to know 
about SEATO and the U.N. connection with 
tl\Q Viet Nam war. They have repeatedly 
denied this is a United Nations war.- And 
this is the most reprehensible lie they have 
ever told. 

A SEATO WAR IS A UNITED NA- 
TIONS WAR. SEATO is a United Nations 
Regional Agency, and under Article 53 of 
the United Nations Charter: 
**Th6 Security Council shall, where 
appropriate, UTILIZE such regional 
arrangements (the U.N. war is a re- 
gional arrangement, - ed.) , . . But NO 
enforcement action shall be taken 
WITHOUT THE AUTHORIZATION 
OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL. 
Next we. offer Article 54 of the U.N.

"I could have won the war in Korea in a 
maximum of ten days, with consider ably 
fewer casualties . . ."

Charter: 

, "The Security Council shall at all times 
be kept fully informed of activities 
undertaken or in contemplation under 
regional arrangements or by regional 
agencies . . ." 

And Article 4 of the SEATO treaty com- 
pletes the picture of authority for the war 
and conduct of it: 
"Measures taken under this paragraph 
(enforcement - ed.) shall be IMMEDI- 
ATELY REPORTED to the Security 
Council of the United Nations." 
The HEAD of the Security Council of 
the United Nations is Mr, Vladimar Suslov, 
a Russian. Once the SEATO treaty was 
invoked, and the President has said it was, 
the whole war operation came under the 
top direction of Mr. Suslov. This is why 
the Washington Government cannot, and 
dare not, admit the SEATO treaty is in 
effect. 

If you will re-read Ai-ticle 53 you will 
see that we, as signatory members of 
SEATO could not go into Viet Nam EX- 
CEPT UNDER THE AUTHORIZATION of 
the Security Council. Can you picture :Mr. 
Johnson or Mr. aicNamara going on T.V. 
and telling the American people this fan- 
tastic truth — that their sons are being sent 
to the sink holes of Asia to "fight 'Commu- 
nists* " while every action taken OR- CON- 
TEMPLATED is reported to the Russian 
Suslov, sitting in United Nations Headquar- 
ters in New York?

- In official Klan literature, the symbol of

The A.D.L. Forster-Epstein "Report" on 
the Ku Klijx Klan sees it a little differently. 
On page 17, it is stated that the "Anti- 



Defamaiion League played a I ^ding role 
in drafting modei legislation" which led to 
the passage of anti-cross burning legisla- 
tion in 52 key Southern communities fol- 
lowing World War IL 

On pages 30 through 40 of this A.U.L". 
Klan Report, under "Violence and Intimi- 
dation in the South," are listed various acts 
committed in the South from September 
1962 to April 1965. Here are some' of the 
acts of violence and intimidation commit- 
ted in the State of Louisiana during that 
period, according to the A.D.L.: 

"Sept. 1, 1962 — Crosses were burned 
by the Klan in front of the state capitol in 
Bato n Rouge. 

"Sept. f, 1963 — Crosses were burned 
in front of several schools, one night i\fter 
a Klan rally. 

"Nov. 16, 1963 — Over X,000 Klanamen 
assembled amid the glow of burning crosses. 

"Feb. IS, 1964 — Klan burned a cro,ss at 
a meeting, 

"Aug. 1, 1S64 — A 50-foot crosb was 
burned at a Klan meeting, 

"Aug. 15, 1964 -i— Several crosses were 
burned." 

In 1924, the Louisiana State Legislature 
passed a Statute (Title 12, Section in I) 
whicli required that all secret orgHnina- 
tions in Louisiana submit to the Secretary 
of State annually a membership list, slating 
the names and addresses of all the mem- 
bers. In 1957 or -1958, the State of Louis- 
iana applied this Statute to the N.A.A.C.P., 
and the Statute was challenged in the L-'od- 
eral Courts. 

In the case of "State ex rel Greiutlllon 
vs. NAAGP" (reported at 65 Supreme 
Court Reporter 1373), the United States 
Supreme Court on Hay 26, 1961, overthrew 
the Louisiana Statute, and declared tiiat it 
was an unconstitutional violation of civil 
rights. 

It is ironic that the NAAOP which, 
amoiig other so-called "civil rights" groups, 
is so apsious to "unmask the SQ cji^tx^o y . 
hooded- bigotsr»^-y<rfmvas TVmmf^d" go iTlI 
the way to tlie United States Supreme 
Court in a succeeded effort to keep from 
revealing the itiames and addresses of its 
membership in the State of Louisiana. 

At the beginning of their investigation 
of the Ku Klux Klaus in the State of Louis- 
iana, the Joint Legislative Committee on 
Un-American Activittes sent a letter to 
every District Attorney in the state asking 
these three questions: 

"1. Do you kpow of any cases resulting 
in conviction in your jurisdiction within the 
last five years wUereip a criminal act was 
proven to be Instigated or carried qtit by a 
Klan organization? 

"2, Do you know of any sucli,,case 
wherein it was proven tha,t a criminal act 
was aided, abetted, counseled, or procured 
by a Klan organization? 

"3, Woul^ you j)lease inform us of the 
results ,-of the prosecution in 'any such 
.case?" 

The Louisiana Legislative Committee re- 
ceived "a totally negative reply from the 
District Attorneys of the State,' with one 
excepfion. This case involved a man who 
. was apprehended for painting "KKK" in 
red paint on walls, garbage cans, and lamp 
posts in Bossier City, La. He was fired 
from the Shreveporfc Police Department 
and has been expelled from the Ku Klux 
Klan. 

In passing judgment on the K« Klux 
Klan, let us remember that our heritage 
of Americanism is being seriously (lireat- 
ened by a ruthless, anti-Christ, Coinnuniist 
conspiracy, aided and abetted by an ever , 
expanding "Great Society" welfare state.

Executive Orders viewed as bid ^ 
for absolute power

A brilliant editorial by David Lawrence 
appearing in the Los Angeles Times, Sun- 
day, 23 March, 1965, begins with this ques- 
tion : "Will the American Constitution — 
now being arbitrarily transformed by Con- 
gress and the Supreme Court without re- 
gard to the amending process — be util- 
ized some day by a future President to 
build a dictatorship within a centralized 
government in Washington?" 

Mr. I/awrence then gives three factual 
examples of these un-constitutional "amend- 
ments" which place the federal govern- 
ment; 1 : in control of the business and eco- 
nomic affairs of the entire nation regaird- 
less of state lines and jurisdiction ; 2 : uses 
an arbitrary interpretation of the 14th 
Amendment to intervene when state laws 
happen to be disliked by certj^in pressure 
groups; and 3: uses the loth Amendment 
as a ^ means of federal control of all 
elections. 

All this is true — tragically true. But 
there isjmore on the books than meets the 
eye. Let all who still care whether we shall 
be slaves, under a dictatorship or a free 
people under our divinely inspired Chris- 
tian Constitiition, go to their libraries and 
ask to see 'the Executive Orders in the ' 
"Federal Register." 

Initially 'originating in the Kennedys ad- 
ministration and now firmly imbedded as 
law,_these Executive Orders may be placed 
into "operation whenever a President de- 
cides that there is an unstable international 
situation or "a financial crisis. See for 
yourself!. 

We shall give you some idea of the. sig- 
nificance of these Executive Orders, for 
they implant the dictatorship and abolish 
the Constitution on pretext of an "emer- 
gency." 

The federal authority becomes absolute 
and ubiquitous. Your home is not "yours at 
all — you may be moved from it, or obliged 
to house persons indicated by the "authori- 
ties."

You may be moved with or without your 
family and put to work elsewhere as suits 
the federal agency concerned.

your objections by wire, by mail or by a 
march on Capitol Hill.

**The legislation- which the (Com- 
munist) Party will seek to extort from 
Congress in 1965 has already been 
prepared by its legal staff.

In the eight years which have passed 
since the Communist Party fnitiated its 
plans for "melnorializing," Abraham Lin- 
coln by triggering the civil strife and bay- 
onet rule which followed his assassination, 
three Administrations (Eisenhower, Ken- 
nedy and Johnson) have lived -with the 
knowledge of what was to come. President 
Johnson is especially culpable in this re- 
spect, since he has ignored the urgent and 
repeated reports of FBI Dh-ector, J. Edgar 
Hoover, supplying him with precise infor- 
mation on Lincoln Project operations over

'er his knowledge of any particular subject,

class." This means that, in tliose states and 
subdivisions which the Attorney (General 
chooses as targets for punitive action, he 
5ttay compel the registration not onlj-" of 
total illiterates who cannot so much as 
yftiiQ their own names, but of mental de- 
'feclives whose brain damage is so extensive 
as to malto it impossible for them to "under- 
stand" any matter, including the purpose 
and manner of voting itself! Such persons 
would obvfously be incapable of either se- 
lecting candidates or peiforming the physi- 
cal actions required to cast a ballot, yet 
they could be brought to the polls and, pre- 
sumably, rendered "assistance" by some 
obliging Federal agent whom the bill em- 
powers to supervise registration and voting 
practices! 

Section '4(a) pro^ndes that the Civil Sen^- 
tee Commission may appoint as many Fed- 
eVal "examiners" as it may choose to have 
sent into any state, county, township or 
school district against which the Attomey 
General has decided to move. These Fed- 
el-al agents may be brought in from any 
state or territory of the United States, need 
not be qualified under e.^:isting civil service 
la^vs nor the Classification Act of 1949, and 
may be selected exclusively from the ranks 
of the NAACP, CORE, SNCC, SCLC, or any 
otlier oi'ganization whose coercive tactics 
have compelled Congressional considera- 
tion of the bill itself. 

Section 5(a) gives the U, S. Civil Service 
Commission full authority to prescribe the 
regulations under which the Federal exam- 
iners shall process applicants for registra- 
tion, and it is specifically provided that the 
requiremene that an applicant allege that 
he has been denied the right to register or 
to vote under state or local law may be set 
aside by the Attorney General! 

Taken together, Sections 5(b) and 6(a) 
give the Federal examiners and the Civil

are, full and absolute power to qualify indi- 
viduals to vote under regulations and pro- 
cedures which the bill empowers the Com- 
mission to promulgate. Section 6(b) ex- 
tends this authority to include the designa- 
tion of times and places for application and 
listing of the voters by the examiners. 

Section 7 is so worded as to be inter- 
preted by the U. S. Supreme Court to au- 
thorize Federal poll watchers to be ap- 
pointed for election day duty and direct 
participation in the vote count, and pro- 
vides grounds for Federal litigation of the 
results of even a local school board 
election!

against which the Attomey General has 
moved may seek relief only by filing action 
for a declaratory judgment against the 
United States Government in a three-judge 
Federal District Court convened in the Dis- 
tinct of Columbia, from which the sole ap- 
peal^ is to the U, S, Supreme Court. 

Xith ough not^speTied "out in tfie~0iT!, Jh e 
total and sweeping nature of its jFederaliza- 
tion of broad areas of our state and local 
election processes will, we predict, be inter- 
preted by the U. S. Supreme Court to apply 
to both state and local primary elections 
and to nominallng conventions in states 
where party candidates are so selected. By 
this simple device, the U, S. Attorney Gen- 
eral would obtain the authority to dispatch 
examiners and establish Federal control 
over almost evei^ state and voting district 
and pi-ecinet in these United States, since 
few there are in which anything like fifty 
percent of those of voting age take pan in 
primary or convention balloting. 

As the Administration's bill now stands, 
at least three-quarters of the CommuniMs' 
proposed Lincoln Project legislation is 
about to become law. This represents the 
broadest step yet taken by the liberal-inter- 
nationalists who now firmly control both of 
our major parties to reduce our fifty states 
to mere administrative districts of an all- 
powerful Federal regime.

him to be elected to four terms. From 
George Washington we received, as part of 
our heritage, his Farewell Address. Had we 
followed it, we would have saved ourselves 
from the succession of un-principled men 
whose technique was so ably described by 
Harry Hopkins, one of Roosevelt's New 
Dealers: "Tax and tax, spend and spend, and 
elect and elect." 

Since we may assume it was not for this 
un-Godly end that Providence guided the 
heads and hands of those who founded this 
great Christian Republic, and we know that 
"God will not be mecked"-, then we must con- 
clude that the time is jiot far when Divine in- 
tervention, in whatever form, will overtake 
these destroyers of His handiwork. - 

But where do we stand now? In what way 
do we appear to the rest of the world as a 
nation of imbeciles?

- A few--years-aftcr-the-CommnnIst"Pmiy^ 
was organized in the United States it divided 
the country into 20 districls, California, Ari- 
zona and Nevada originally being included in 
district number 13, with headquarters in San 
Francisco. The impoi-tant thing to bear in 
mind is that the headquarters for the whole 
of California and adjacent territoi*y has al- 
ways been situated in San Francisco. The 
main propaganda outlet for the Communist 
Party is now at 1408 Market Street, and the 
party Iiigh command continues to operate 
from the San Francisco Bay Area. 

On Thursday morning, October 1, 1964, at 
11:45 A;M., JACK WEINBERG (non-stu- 
dent) was arrested in front of Sproul Hall, on 
the University of California's Berkeley cam- 
pus. Weinberg was apprehended for solicit- 
ing funds at a Campus CORE table set up in 
deliberate violation of Univei*sity regulations. 
Immediately after Weinberg's arrest, 150 to 
20O students invaded Sproul I-Jall and the 
crowd, which grew to approximately 500 in 
number, imprisoned the police car containing 
Weinberg for a period of almost 34 hours. 
Tliey were finally dispersed at 7:15 P.M. on 
Friday evening, October 2nd. 

FSAf FREE SPEECH aiOVEJIENX 

During the weekend of October 3-4, the so- 
called '^Free Speech Movement" was created 
in the 2-room Berl^qley residence of AR- 
THUR GOLDBERG. Tliis particular Arthur 
Goldberg is described on page 14S of>the 
California Senate Factfindmg Subcommittee 
on UrC-AmeriCxin Activities Report No. ^13 
(June ISji 1965) as follows: "Artliur Gold- 
berg, who was a member of both tlie execu- 
tive and steering committees of the FgM 
received 'his early Communist hidoctrination 
as a member of the Youth Action Union in 
Los Angeles. At Berkeley he identified him- 
self openly with the more militant Peking 
line of the Communist movement. . ." 

At 12:30 P.M., December 2, 1964, almost 
800 students marched into Berkeley's Sproid 
Hall, singing "We Shall Overcome", and oc- 
cupying the building until the arrests began 
at 3:^0 A.M. the following morning. Tliese 
individuals Were tried and found guilty of un- 
lawful invasion and assembly in Bei^keley 
Municipal Court during June-JiUy, 1965. 

Following is a partial listing of those ar- 
rested in the Sproul Hall invasion of Dec. 2-3, 
1964: MARK AARONSON, BETTINA AP- 
TIIEKER, ABRAtlAM BOOKSTEIN, MAR- 
TIN COHEN, SANDOR FUaiS, JERRY 
GINSBURG, ARTHUR GOLDBERG and his 
sister, JACQUELINE, LEE GOLDBLATT, 
DAVID GREENBERG, PETER 'ISRAEL, 
HAL ROSEN, EDWARD ROSENFIELD, 
LAWRENCE SHAPIRO, BERNARD 
STEIN, JACK WEINBERG, etc., etc. 

TI)e apparent "front man" for the pec. 2 
'FSM demonstrations was Mario Savio, who 
had no previous subversive record. Other 
leaders included STEVE WEISMAN, JACK 
WEINBERG, and the afore-mentioned AR- 
THUR and JACQUELINE GOLDBERG. 

Tlie first charges of police brutality came 
on December 4. PETfER ISRAEL said that 
he was slapped; Arthur Goldberg said the po- 
lice "beat the hell out of him." Jack Wein- 
berg had sci*eamed and cursed as he was tak- 
en into custody the morning of December 
3rd. 

Tile previously cited California Senate 
Factfinding Stibcommittee on Un-American 
'Activities Report No. 13 (June 18, 1965) 
states on page 147 "that there was increasing 
Communist control of the FSM immediately 
prior to and after the invasion of Sproul Hall 
on December 2, 1964." The subcommittee 
also stated on pages 116-117 that ''after the 
Sproul Hall invasion it became crystal clear 
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BETTINA APTHEKER, daughter of Herb- 
ert Apfheker, one of leaders of riots at 
University of California, Berlteloy Campus. 
Ill sworn festhnony at recent Senate Hear- 
ings, she was identified as a Party mem- 
ber at the time she was Icadijig tlic ca minis 
riots. 

HERBERT APTHEKER, notorious com- 
munist, directs tlie American Institute for 
Marxist Studies in New Yoric City, con- 
sidered one of tlio top communist theoreti- 
cians in the United States. 

that the main leadei's were Arthur Goldberg, 
Mario Savio and Bettina Aptheker." 

Bettina Aptheker was at tiiat time a well- 
indoctrinated member of the Communist 
Party, as she admitted more tlian a year 
later. (California Alumni Monthly, Dec. 
1965, p. 41) . In his testimony of March 4, 
1965, before the Subcommittee on Appropria- 
tions, FBI Chief J, Edgar Hoover termed 
Bettina Aptheker "a close advisor of Mario 
Savio." 
FSM VMiXirS SPEECH JIOVEAIENT 

The Free Speech Movement suddenly be- 
^canie the -IS;Uthy Speech, Movement ou^March 
3, 1965 when a non-student strolled across 
the Berlceley campus with a sign on which 
was a 4-letter word for sexual intercourse, 
Arthur Goldberg was quoted in the Daily 
Calif orinian (March 4, 1965)" as saying that 
"a guy had a right to express himself lilio he 
wants." 

The strolling sign-bearer was arrested as 
was another, non-student, EDWARD ROSEN- 
FELD, who displayed a sign: "Support the 

F Cause." 

VXKTNAM DAY COHnnTTEE 

According to the May 6, 1966 California 
Senate Factfinding Subcommittee on Un- 
American Activities Supplemental Report 
No. 13 (page 79), "Professor STEPHEN 
SMALE, of the Berkeley campus Mathema- 
tics Department, and JERRY RUBIi>f, a non- 
student, take credit for having started the 
Vietnam Day Committee and anti-Vietnam 
demonstrations throughout the country." 

On Friday evening, October 15, 1965, be- 
tween 10 and .14 thousand marchers attempt- 
ed a torchlight parade ?rom Berkeley to the 
Oakland -Army Terminal. About 2,000 made 
the same attempt on Saturday, October 16th. 
The Senate , Internal Security Subcommittee 
(Document No. 72/ October, 1965) had this 
to say concQvning tjie Octoher 15-16 national 
Vietnam protest movement: "The control of 
tho anti- Vietnamese movement has clearly 
passed from the hands of tho moderate ele- 
ments who may have controlled it at one 
time, into the hands of the Communists and 
extrcmo elements who are openly sympa- 
thetic to the Viet Cong and openly hostile to 
the United States, and who call for massive 
civil disobedience, including the burning of 
draft cards and the stopping of troop trains. 
This is particularly true of the national Viet- 
nam protest movement sclieduled'for October 
15-16." 

' BEHIND THE SCENES CONTROL 

The statements recently published by MOR- 
RIS WILLS, who defected to Red China and 
has returned to the United States, reveal that 
there is an elite group of English-speaking 
residents in Peking who have master-minded 
the campus demonstrations throughout the 
world.

From 9/1961 until 6/1964, LEON WOFSY 
was employed as Assistant Research Biolo- 
gist at the University of California's San 
Diego campus. Wofsy is described by tho 
California Senate Factfinding Subcommitiee 
on Un-American Activities {Report No. 13, 
June IS, 1965) as follows: "From 1937, cer- 
tainly through the next eighteen year-:, he 
(Wofsy) was one of the most active and im- 
portant Communist officials in the United 
States .... he unquestionably is the top ex- 
pert in tiie licld of organizing Communist 
youth movements. , ." 

Leon W^ofsy invoked the oth Amendment 
53 times during his appearance before Hie 
House Committee on Un-American Activities. 
(Transcript of Testimony, "Investigation of 
Communist Activities, New York" Part il — 
Youth Organizations, March 16, 1955, pages 
219-229.) 

Wofsy claims to have left the Communist 
Party in 1956. 1-lowevei', the official Conmm- 
nist Party newspaper, "The Worker" (June 
6, 1956), had this interesting article concern- 
ing the 2nd national meeting of the Labor 
Youtli League, headed and organiii:e<l by 
AVofsy in Jiis capacity as. Youth Director of 
the Communist movement: "After seven 
years of outstanding leadership, Leon Wofsy, 
national chairman of our organization, was 
granted a leave of absence pending the next 
national convention. The gratitude and af- 
fection of the entire league was expressed to 
him as he left to take on other responsibili- 
ties in the people's movement." 

In July of 1964, Leon Wofsy applied for 
the position of Associate Professor of Biology 
on the Berkeley campus of the University of 
California. Wofsy arrived at Berkeley in 
September, 1964, just prior to the "free 
speech" demonstrations, having come highly 
recommended by a fellow professor at the 
San Diego campus, MARTIN KAMEN. 

PItOFESSOR KA^-VIEN 

Beginning Jn 1943 , Mai'tiii Kamen wa.s em- 
ployed at the Manhattan Project (for atomic 
research) which was under the general di- 
i-ection of J. Robert Oppenheimer. 

On the evening of July 2, 1944, at BERN- 
STEIN'S Fish Grotto in San Francisco, .Mar- 
tin Kamen attended a dinner at the invita- 
tion of two Soviet agents. Kamen was at that 
time still employed at the Manhattan Proj- 
ect. Certain aspects of i\\c secret Manhattan 
Project were discussed and classified infor- 
mation was passed on to these two agents by 
Martin Kamen. Kapien admitted all this 
under oath before the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities on Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 14, 1948. 

Martin Kamen was later dismissed as a se- 
curity risk from the ^lanhattan Project. 
(HCUA Reports — "Hearings Regarding In- 
vestigation of Communist Activities in Con- 
nection with the Atom Bomb", Septeml)er 9, 
14 and 16, 1948, pp. 11, IS; "Report oa So- 
viet Espionage Activities in Connection with 
the Atom Bomb", September, 1948, p]>. ISl- 
182; U.S. Senate Judicifjry Subcommitioe on 
Immigration and Naturalization, September, 
1949, pp. 801-823.) ' t

lornia's Berkeley campus. 

In their report No. 259, published April 3, 
•1959, the House Committee on Un-American 
'Activities discussed Eli Katz in this manner: 
*'Katz is a member of the District Council, 
"Communist Party, Southern District of Cali- 
fornia. He was a delegate to the Los Angeles 
County Communist Party convention on 
'January 5-6, 1957, and to the California 
State Convention, Communist Party, on 
IJanuary 19-20, 1957 . . . Katz appeared as a 
witness before the committee on September 
i4, 1958, and invoked the fifth amendment in 
response to q uestiong c oncerning Communist 
TIm^ membe^ip and activity." 

At a luncheon meeting held on April 17, 
1964, the subject of EU Katz was brought 
before the University of California's Board 
of Regents by University President Clark 
Kerr. Tlie minutes read in part: "He advised 
fthat a responsible Federal agency has re- 
ported that Katz is considered to be a Com- 
munist, but tiie matter of membership in the 
party is such that it does not permit them 
ito make a public statement concerning the 
case." 

. The Budget Committee of the University 
t(f California reviewed the academic qualifi- 
cations of Eli Katz, and reported on January 
9, 1965, that his work was mediocre, repre- 
sented duplication of effort in the field, con- 
tained errors of fact, and that not much in 
a scholarly way could be expected from him. 
University Chancellor Edward Strong had 
[talked to Eli Katz and as of September 24, 
'1964, was not satisfied that he could be re- 
hired in view of the University policy against 
employment of Communists. However, on 
January 2, 1965, the Chairman of the Uni- 
versity's Board of Regents informed Chan- 
cellor Strong that he could either resign, be 
dismissed, or accept an indefinite leave of 
absence. (Letter of Chancellor Strong, Feb- 
ruary 9, 1965). Chancellor Strong had re- 
fused to give in to the demands of the so- 
jcalled "free speech" demonstrators in De- 
cember, 1964, and was replaced "because of 
liealth" on January 3, 1965, by Acting Ch'an- 
.cellor Martin Meyerson. 

By May 10, 1965, Meyerson had reversed 
fthe position of former Chancellor Strong and 
was ready to rehire Ell Katz without 'any 
further discussion of his academic and po- 
litical background as described above. The 
local press reported on December 18, 1965, 
that Eli Katz had decided to accept the offer 
,to return to the Berkeley campus of the Uni- 
.versity of California as Assistant Professor 
.of German, effective July 1, 1966. 

3»Iartin Meyerson is slated to become pres- 
ident of the Buffalo campus of the State 
University of New York later this year. 
^According to a study released on May 14, 
1966, by the American Jewish Committee, 
not one president picked out of an estimated 
1,000 vacancies at publicly supported colleges 
and universities since 1949 was a Jew. Mar- 
'tin Meyerson will become the first break- 
through in t!ie New York system, although 
one thh'd of the students and faculty are 
'Jewish. (New York DaUy News, May 15, 
£1966), ■ 

One cannot help but wonder whether or 
not the Buffalo campus of the New York 
State University, like the Berkeley campus 
,of the University of California, will now be- 
come encumbered and "heavy laden" with 
the likes of Professors Wofsy, Kamen and 
Katz?

Leon Trotsky (Real name Bronstein) 
has been associated in a major way with the 
history of Russia, but he was not a Russian. 
He was a New Yorl^er, trained in the Head- 
quarters of Worldwide Smash-and-Grab, Inc. 
He very nearly succeeded in the murder of

SEATO, signed at Manila on 8 September, 
1954, binds the signatory nations, including 
the United Slates, to the United Nations and 
to the provisions of th United Nations Ciiar- 
ter. ■ 

Article One of the SEATO agreement 
states: 

"Reiterating their faith in the purposes and 
in agreement with the principles set forlit in 
the Cliarter of the United Nations" the 
SEATO participants imdertake to refrain in 
their international relations from the thi'eat 
or use of force in any manner "inconsistent 
with the purposes of the United Nations." 

Under paragraph one, Article IV, Uie 
SEATO agreement further directs that 
"Measures taken under this paragraph Mmll 
be immediately reported to the Security 
Council of the United Nations." 

SEATO is, therefore, a "front" orgariiza- 
tJon or regional arranj^enicnt FOR THE 
UNITED NATIONS military command in 
New York City and the articles of the UN 
Charter apply as they did during the Koiean 
war. 

It should be noted parenthetically that the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) 
contains identical wording, thus providing the 
UN Security Council strategic control over 
American military forces stationed hi Eui'ope 
as SEATO controls US. forces in the Far 
East. 

Opera'tiohar control of the UN Security ' 
Council, the wai-waging arm of the United 
Nations Organization, is exercised by the Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the Security Council. This 
Executive Officer also holds tlie title of 
Under Secretary for Political and Security 
Council Affairs. He is tlie custodian of all 
United Stales plans for self-defense and he 
controls all military forces placed at tlie dis- 
posal of the United Nations in consonance 
with UN Charter Articles 44, 45 and 4G. The 
Under Secretary for Political and Security 
Council Affairs is easily the most poworf-ul 
man in_ the United Nations. 

The individual now holding tliis UN mili- 
tary post is Vladimir P. Siislov, a Soviet 
Communist. Suslov is llic third member of 
llie UN Marxist "troika" consisting of U 
Thant, Ralpli Bimelie and Suslov. 

On Tuesday, 13 July, 1965. President John- 
son told the American people that American 
soldiers are dying in Viet Nam because of 
United States commitment to the SI^VTO 
agreement. "We expect to keep that com- 
mitment", said the President, "Our naiional 
honor is at stake." 

SEATO authority o\-ev Americans in Viet 
Nam was confirmed by Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk on IS February, 1966. 

The accuracy of President Johnson's state- 
ment is beyond question for Article 25 of the 
UN Charter directs that: 

*'The membei^ of the UnUcd Nations agree 
to accept and carry out tlie decisions of the 
Security Council in accordance with the pi-cs- 
ent Charter." 

America's soldier sons in Viet Nam are 
committed to a United Nations "no- win" war 
under the same kind of UN-progrannned 
scenario as existed during the conflict in 
Korea. 

SIGNIFICANCE: 1. With the signing of 
the UN, NATO, SEATO and otiicr "rejiional" 
treaties, the President and tlie Senate of the 
United States surrendered the sovereignty of 
our country to a Communist controlled World 
Government.

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JEWS TAKE AIM AT DETROIT EXECUTIVE JOBS 



Lately the press has been full of stories 
about cars which are alleged to be "Unsafe 
at any Speed." What is really unsafe for the 
Country is the speed with which Jews are 
moving to get a monopoly on executive jobs 
in Detroit. Anyone who understands Jewish 
propaganda campaigns can see at a glance 
th^t they are preparing to move in on De- 
troit in a big way. Pretty soon, auto-making 
will be like song-writing, book-publishing, 
^-and-JJieucin.era^ind^t^. Theticket of ad- 
mission to a good job wilflBe a Jewislrpedi-- 
gree. Gentiles need not apply. 

The Jew, when he moves with consummate 
cynicism to destroy Gentile leadership and 
seize power, always moves, forward behind a 
smoke screen of false idealism. He always 
pretends to be "Doing Good," improving 
safety, and working for human welfare. 

We have seen what has happened to book 
publishing. Every Jewish 4ullard. can be a 
"Great Novelist," and sometimes it seems 
'that most of them are. One shudders to 
;think of the contemptible cowardice with 
which Gentile publishers and literary agents 
cringe before the power of the Jewish ma- 
chine in New York. What is called "Ameri- 
can Literature" today is headed do^vn the 
sewers, and, considering tlie sorry quality of 
3t, we must agree that this is the proper place 
for it. American Jewish literature extolls 
rapists like Caryl Chessman, who seems to 
be the sort of hero American Jews are most 
readily willing to admire. There is no room 
for character and integrity. 

We are now being told that American cars 
are "Unsafe at any speed," This is a flat lie. 
Our accident rate, per capita, is less than 
that of France, Germany, or even Yugoslavia. 
Yugoslavia kills more people per car-mile 
than we do. To be sure, it is desirable to re- 
duce the accident rate. Driver education and 
highway engineering are the primary means 
of increasing safety. Every driver should 
know that a soft-sprung jfour-door sedan will 
not comer as well as an underslung sport car 
with a wagon-Mke rough ride. It is not in- 
tended to do any such thing, or to be driven 
in any such manner. American drivers do 
indeed need a better knowledge of the limi- 
tations of various types of cars. If you want 
Tto go to the drag strip to challenge the teen- 
age set for an all-out acceleration test, you 
need a certain type of car, certain kinds of 
;tires and equipment. If you want to pick up 
a prospective customer and take hhn on a 
business trip, you need something else en- 
tirely. It is difficult to design an all-purpose 
car which can do everything. I myself drive 
an air-conditioned Pontiac GTO, which 
comes as near as possible. An arrangement 
called "Three deuces" satisfies the teen-agers, 
while the air-conditioner keeps adults cool. 
Tliis car has been driven two years and 
45,000 miles without even a near accident. It 
has traveled three times from New York to 
Florida, and back again, and has been raced 
on a drag strip. I fail to find anything 
\vrong with it. On one occasion, on a special 
private road, it was driven for 175 miles at 
speeds around 115 miles per hour. Unsafe 
at any speed? I fail to see any such symp- 
toms. 

The fact is that the. Jews are not interest- 
ed in safety. They are interested in clobber- 
ing Detroit for the purpose of opening up 
jobs for Jews in the executive branch of the 
industry, which has always been largely a 
White Christian stronghold. Most of us 
would not object to a few Jews being hired, 
on a merit basis. We have, however, learned 
by bitter experience how these things work 
out. The Jews clamor for "Fairness," but 
,they do not really want fairness. Once they 
get a toehold, they wll take over the whole 
business. When a few Jews get jobs where 
.they can hire and fire other executives, they 
.will lose interest in their safety campaign, 
and will begin to operate their usual system 
of machine politics. Gentiles will be driven 
out of the auto industry, just as they have 
been driven out of the clothing industry, the 
jewelry industry, the cinema industry, pub- 
lishing, and many other industries. The Jew 
Sees not want fairness; he wants a monopoly. 



Jews are now preparing to move in on 
American heavy industry in a big way. 

The ultimate Jewish aim is to proletarian- 
ize the Gentile managerial class. In the fu- 
ture there are to be no Gentile executives, 
no Gentile writers, no Gentile intellectuals. 
All intellectual activity of every kmd is to be 
a Jewish monopoly. This is the way in which 
Jews build their power, by wiping out pen- 
tile leadership and putting themselves into 
its place. Then the Gentile masses, stripped 
-0^alHeadershiIM>fJileiO>wnMce,^•eJlelp- 
less before Jewish power. This was The" 
plan which the October Revolution put into 
effect in Russia. ' Native Russian leaders 
were murdered wholesale under the pretext 
that they were "Bourgeois" and therefore 
evil, when in fact the real reason for their de- 
struction was that they were Gentile instead 
of Jewish. 

The underhanded chicane which the Jews 
are now aiming at Detroit is the typical pro- 
cedure of a'' Jewish power grab. One would 
think that the powei-ful auto executives of 
Detroit would resist such pressures, and per- 
haps even fight back. 

Of course Volkswagen came in for a 
smear. The Volkswagen was originally built 
on the command of Hitler. It was designed 
by Dr. Ferdinand Porsche who is a renowned 
expert on automobiles. Nevertheless, the 
V.W. is distasteful to the Jews. There- 
fore, it is declared "Unsafe." ^ A recent VoUts- 
wagen ad gives a better and more truthful 
story: "VOTE OF CONFIDENCE FROM 
110 COUNTRIES." The V.W. is indeed sold 
and used hajSpily in 110 countries, but it is 
German and thus a whispering campaign is 
started against the German product. 

The present "Car Safety Campaign" issued 
from the poisoned literary worid of New 
York. It has nothing to do with safety. It is 
a bare-faced Jewish power-grab, aimed at 
driving Gentiles out of all of the good execu- 
tive jobs, in the auto industry. One would 
think that some day American Gentile TVIan- 
agement would wake up and realize that 
THEY CANNOT LIVE SUCCESSFULLY 
WITH JEWS. The Jew has no intention of 
allowing them to prosper, but intends to wipe 
them out and proletarianize them. In the fu- 
ture, when Jewish power has been perfected, 
no Gentile will be able to rise above the com- 
mon labor level. 

Our "Conservatives" continue their assin- 
ine futilities. They circulate jejune pamph- 
lets. They make speeches about "The Wel- 
fare State" and "Government Spending" and 
they demand a return to the leisured pace of 
,the McKinley Administration. People who 
talk in this fashion are not really tiying to 
win. They are surrendering to Judaism. 
Eighty percent of the huge volume of so- 
called "Anti-Communist" propaganda in this 
counti-y is waste effort, because it fails to link 
Marxism with the world-wide Jewish power 
grab.

OPEN LETTER TO THE 

GOVERNORS AND REPRESENTATIVES 

OF THE SOVEREIGN STATES 

Gentlemen: 

Need we remind you that there is a savage 
war raging in Viet Nam? The sons of your 
States are being returned in flag-draped cas- 
kets. Still Washington refuses to tell us why 
our armed forces are fighting in this far- 
away land in an undeclared war. We have 
tried to make you understand that under the 
United Nations Charter, there can be only 
ONE lOND OF WAR, a United Nations war. 

The Viet Nam war, like the Korean War, is 
allegedly being fought to bring "communists" 
to the conference table.

Is that a proper or sufficient cause to just;^

We cannot stress too strongly that Wash-' 
ington IS NOT going to do anything to halt 
the senseless slaughter of the sons of yoiSr 
States. These unfortunate Americans are* 
NOT United States forces, they are the Spea-~ 
al Forces of a UN army — just as they weJe 
in Korea. The net result of the Korean War, 
after more than one hundred thousand casji- 
alties had been registered, was that for a fUU 
FOURTEEN YEARS the U.S. has be^n 
forced to supply 50,000 young men for t^e 
occupation forces of the United Nations to 
guard the borders in Korea. 

We have warned you that both the United 
Nations and the United States, as a SUB- 
JECT STATE of the U.N. do not recognize 
the EXISTENCE of our 50 States. The for- 
mer U.S.A. has, through the activities of its 
own incompetent Congress, become a STATE 
in a world government, and the 50 States are 
mere tax collecting agencies for them. You, 
by your calm acceptance of the United Na- 
tions programs, are cooperating in the de- 
struction of all the States in the Union. 

You who have written your I'ork-tongued 
Congressmen and Senators inquiring just 
WHY we are in the war in Viet Nam have 
found your letters transferred to State or De- 
fense Departments for reply. As though 
under ORDERS, Congressmen and Senators 
do not attempt to answer these letters foi' 
themselves — they must be sent to the Secre- 
taries concerned in order that they may pro- 
tect their flanks in the States. When your 
Congressman or Senator cannot answer these 
questions then you may know there is some- 
thing very wrong in Washington. We are ALL 
sitting idly by while our young men suffer 
and die, while Congress continues to appro- 
priate fabulous sums of money to fight the 
war and even MORE MONEY to continue the 
build-up of a World Empire within sight of 
the battlefields. 

The development of the Mecong Valley is 
one of the most expensive of the thousands

of Empire Building projects of the United 
Nations. The REAL answer as to WHY we 
are in the war is to be found here. Surely you 
can realize that we are not spending thou- 
sands of millions of dollars transforming the 
jungles of South East Asia into a gigantic in- 
dustrial complex right under the noses of the 
Red Chinese without preparing to DEFEND 
that investment. Just as 50,000 Americans 
must be ALWAYS stationed in Korea, there 
will be many times that number requU:ed to 
protect this investment in South East Asia.

As a Member Nation in SEATO, we 
were pledged to go to the aid of Viet 
Nam in case of "communist" aggression " 
against Viet Nam.

Article 52 — UN Charter: "Nothing in -

Query: If this is not a UN War being- 
fought under the SEATO organization as a 
"front," just WHY are we required to report 
to the Security Council? We have a letter 
from the State Department which assures the 
inquirer that: 

"... regarding the meeting of our ob- 
ligations under Article 54 of the United 
Nations Charter with respect to Viet 
Nam ... the Government of the United 
States has informed the Security Council ■ 
promptly and fully of all of our major ac- 
tivities in Viet Nam." 
We must repeat here what we have tcld 
you heretofore, that the HEAD of the Secur- 
ity Council is the Russian, Nesterenko. Therq 
is an admitted agreement that each of the 
Big Five should hold the TOP POST in tha 
respective Secretariats, and the RUSSIAN; 
drew the MILITARY POST on a PERMA- 
NENT BASIS. There have been NINE such 
Secretariat heads in the UN military ap- 
paratus and ALL have been Soviet citizens. 
For the purpose of confusion, the UN has set 
up the Secretary General as SECRETARY. 
of ALL the Secretariats, admitting, how- 
ever, in the UN's own publications that the 
UNDER-SECRETARY IS HEAD OF THE 
DEPARTMENT. Is it any wonder the Con- 
gressmen and Senators cannot answer theic 
own mail? 

Surely NOBODY will deny that Russia is 
a member of the Big Five and the Russian. 
Nesterenko, as UNDER-SECRETARY of the 
military Secretariat, has FREE ACCESS 1o 
all information coming from the battlefields.

MacArthur's battle plans and gave the infor- 
mation to the enemy. This is how a United 
Nations' War is run. This Is why we say, 
STOP IT. FIVE THOUSAND DEAD Ameri- 
cans and several hundred thousand prospec- 
tive victims join us in ihe cry— STOP THESE 
UNITED NATIONS' WARS! 

While the Viet Nam W-ar drags along, the 
UN is having fabulous success with its Civil 
Rights Revolution in tlie United States. From 
the very beginning the TIN made a PRIME 
PROJECT of racial equality, world-wide. 
Through these race wars it hopes to establish 
Blacl? governments all over the world, then 
take over from the Blacks. In furtherance of 
this plan the UN General Assembly, on De- 
cember-3.4r-1960rlaimched4ts-world-wide-race-^ 
war with the adoption of GA, Resolution No. 
1514. While the original resolution applied to 
trust territories, the many subsequent resolu- 
tions applied to ALL MEMBER STATES in 
the UN. 

Between 1960 and 1963 the UN concentra- 
ted its racial fire on South Africa and Rho- 
desia. Then in 1953, President Kennedy sent 
a so-called Civil Rights Bill to Congress. This 
bill met witli strong resistance but it was far 
less stringent than the one that was substitu- 
ted for it after the assassination. The sub- 
stituted bill, which became the Civil Rights 
Law of 1964, was based almost in its entirety 
upon General Assembly Resolution No. 1904. 
The UN resolution, adopted three days before 
the death of the late President, commanded 
the United States to enact legislation cover- 
ing the fields of: "civil rights, access to citi- 
zenship, education, employment, religion, oc- 
cupation, and housing." 

Resolution No. 1904 also commanded that 
the goverranent see to it that "All citizens 
shall have equal access to any place or fa- 
cility intended for- use by the general public 
without discrimination as to race, color, or 
ethnic origin." It provided that race coses 
must be ti'ied in "national" tribunals and the 
President promptly requested Congress to en- 
act laws creating a horde of new Federal 
Courts. The government was commanded 
,^ also to. TAI<E^ STEPS-^w^ frntQi^fil^te-^and. 
positive ni^s'ures to "prosecute or outlaw'^ 
groups or individuals holding views of racial 
superiority. The Congress promptly set to 
work to find excuse for this legislation by in- 
vestigating the Ku Klux IQan to lay the 
groundwork for "implementing' the XJN reso- 
lution. 

Another United Nations resolution, requir- 
ing implementation, was the old Universal 
Declaration of Human Rights which the Sen- 
ate had refused to ratify. The Human Rights 
declaration contained the provision (Article 
23, par. 3) that any man who works has the 
right to a decent place of abode and to have 
his rent SUPPLEMENTED if necessary. This 
provision is in the 1966 Civil Rights Bill. An- 
other item from the Universal Declaration on 
Human Rights is embodied in the Covenant, 
which Ambassador Goldberg promised to sign 
in August (1966) which provides that (Art. 
13, par. 2 of the Declaration) "Everyone has 
the right to leave any country, including his 
own, and to return to his country . . . (par 2) 
Everyone has the right to freedom of move- 
ment and residence within the borders of 
each State," These will be "implemented" in 
the 1967 Civil Rights BiU. 

Tiie "one man, one vote" law was laid down 
in the various Rhodesian resolutions. A Com- 



mittee of the Congress is now at work to "Im- - 
plement" the insidious Article 8 of Resolution 
No. 1904 which provides that "all effective 
steps shall 'be taken IMMEDIATELY in the 
fields of teaching education and information 
(pi^opaganda) , . . with a view . . . PROP- 
AGATING the PURPOSES AND PRINCI- 
PLES of the UN Charter (NOT the Charter 
itself, but its pm*poses and principles, what- 
ever they are— ed.), the Universal Declara- 
tion of Human Rights and the Declaration on 
the Granting of Independence to Colonial 
Peoples and Countries (General Assembly 
Resolution No. 1514)." 

Actually what is BEtllND this is General 
Assembly Resolution No. 1904, Article 8, 
which COMMANDS that the government 
take immediate steps to PROPAGATE in the 
schools and elsewhere the PURPOSES AND 
"-PiUNCTPLES-of-thfrGharter-of-^tlie -United^ 
Nations, the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, and the Declaration on Colonials. 
NEW TEXTBOOICS would have to be writ- 
ten for this; — textbooks with NO MEN- 
TION of our national heritage or our nation- 
al documents such as the Constitution and 
Bill of Rights and the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

The Congress is now forced to find a way 
to "implement" this UN directive, and accord- 
ing to a James J. Kilpatrick report in Miami 
Herald for September 5, 1966, "the Congress 
has dutifully buckled down to business." 

As usual NOTHING is said in these Com- 
mittees of Congress about the REAL source 
of the proposed legislation. In this instance 
the majority of the Committee quite evident- 
ly believed that the whole thing centered 
around a scheme to "integrate" the text- 
books. They had not heard of Article 8 of 
General Assembly Resolution No. 1904 which 
COMMANDED the President to see that the 
schools began "PROPAGATING" tlie PRIN- 
CIPLES and PURPOSES of the United Na- 
tions, the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights and the Declaration on Colonial Peo- 
ples and Countries. Tliese Committee Mem- 
bers do not know they are in the act of abol- 
ishing from American textbooks all reference 
to the great American Republic, its incom- 
parable accomplishments and its most sacred 
documents. - With— this item "implementedli^ 
and wfth the several pending enactments of 
Congress the entire text of the INFAMOUS 
General Assembly Resolution 1904 will have 
been put into effect as Law of our Land. 

Federal officials ADMIT that we hold the 
same commitments with FORTY other na- 
tions that we hold in the SEATO Treaty, 
i.e. Viet Nam. We hold that a further and an 
absolutely BINDING commitment to the 
United Nations exists to peKmit the UN to 
call up all or any part of our military estab- 
lishment for service anywhere in the world.

FACTS: (1) On 20 November, 1963, the 
General Assembly of the United Nations 
adopted unanimously: "The Declaration On 
The Elimination Of All Forms of Racial Dis- 
crimination.'* 

(2) All 11 articles of this "declaration" 
are being accepted by our Federal Govern- 
ment as "The Law of the World," 

(3) Each one of the 11 articles violates 
the constitutional liberties guaranteed to 
American Citizens under the "Bill of Rights." 

(4) The unconstitutional acts of the Su- 
preme Court, the Executive and the Congress 

"maynSe ^T^cecTTo' tliTs "Umted-l^ations' 
Declaration." 

SIGNHnCANCE: (1) In effect, tliese 
acts on the part of the Federal Government 
constitute an elimination of the "Bill of 
Rights," as the fh'st ten amendments to the 
Constitution are called. Thus the Federal , 
Government has amended our Constitution 
imlawfully. Our basic law requires the ap- 
proval of thi-ee-fourths of the States to 
amend the Constitution. This has not been 
done. 

(2) Such brazen misconduct by our Fed- 
eral Government agencies cannot be pun- 
ished by impeachment because it involves a 
majority of the Congress as well as the Ex- 
ecutive and Judicial branches. 

(3) The immediate dangers are: (a) Em- 
ployment of the United States forces and 
armament by the United Nations against 
South Africa, Portugal and Rhodesia in 
obedience to this "Declaration" and Articles 
2, 25, 39, and 45 of tlie U.N. Charter, and, 
(b) Elunination in our school books of men- 
tion of the Constitution and of the heroic 
acts of our American forefathers by sub- 
stituting therefor the U.N. Charter and so- 
called Civil Rights laws, to mal<e them more 
acceptable to a rabble rousing minority of 
"American Negroes and to the black nations 
of the world. 

(4) Unless the American JSeopIe act now, 
'^these acts of our Federal Government could 
result m (a) A Civil War quickly degenerat- 
ing into a Communist "War of Liberation" 
with the concomitant Red atrocities and ter- 
ror and the assassination of public figiu'es, 
or (b) Federal acquiescence to invasion by 
"Peace Keeping Forces" of the U,N. to 
counter om' owti forces and obtain peace by, 
surrender, entailing World Government and 
World Com't, as per the Red Conspiracy, or, 
(c) A second and bloody American Rc\'oIu- 
tion to reject (a) and (b) , instituting a Third 
Continental Congress to take the place of the 
absconding Federal Government, starting as 
did the forefathers with an un-encumbered 
Constitution and new, lawtvH money. 

(5) Since our Federal Government is a 
creature, and employee of the States, as 
specified in the Constitution, its elimination, 
ipso facto, eliminates the Federal Govern- 
ment. What remains, then,. are fifty sover- 
eign, independent States .\vithout the instru- 
mentality devised for their Union. Tlie gover- 
ments of these States being supreme within 
their jurisdictions are obliged to make a 
decision: (a) Surrender to the usui-pers, or: 
(b) Pass laws nullifying then- participation 
in the United Nations. Any State Govern- 
ment that does not follow course (b) is dere- 
lict in its duty and guUty of collaboration with 
our enemies, the Red World Conspiracy. If 
free men do not hang together In this crisis, 
they will surely Iiang separately after it. 

ACTION INDICATED: (1) Because the 
Congress is responsible to the People, and 
because some of them may not be aware of 
the treasonable nature of these Acts, 5^ou 
should swamp your Senators and Represents 
atives with protests backed by copies of this 
Alert. 

(2) Since the minute our Constitution 
is abrogated there remains no authority save 
that of the fifty State Governments, let your 
governoi-s and legislators Imow in no uncer- 
tain terms that theirs is the choice of liberty 
under the Constitution or slavery under the 
U.N. Charter.

A REVIEW OF OUR SITUATION — LOOKING FORWARD TO 1967 WITH HOPE 



The limitations placed upon the average 
newspaper are not, often undei'stood by the 
subscribei-s. A paper such as COMSION 
SENSE that is exposing the enemies of 
Clu'istianity and our country has far more 
problems, particularly since it carries no 
advertising, the life-blood of any newspaper. 

A tremendous amount of coordinated ef- 
fort is expended to get a newspaper on the 
press. Mr. Fred Wortham Jr., editor of the 
New York NEWS-HERALD expressed our 
feelings when he recently said: "Each page 
of a newspaper is a costly product in tliis 
day and time, and due attention to the eco- 
nomical side of business operations must be 
focused on all operations. Costs of produc- 
tion are going up just as the cost of living. 
Without a favorable percentage of advertis- 
ing, a newspaper would not exist for very 
long . . . The production expense is a most 
vital factor and must include payroll, equip- 
ment and supplies. Newsprint alone is a big 
factor and the subscription fee for a daily 
newspaper does not normally cover this cost 
, . , There is only so much metal and other 
matenal which can be placed In a page of a 
newspaper . . . When the full mark comes, 
there is nothing that can be done — not 
another line of type can go in." 

In addition to the usual problems incidental 
to any small business, we have a few addi- 
tional ones. Our entire business is one of 
tremendous detail which we pride oui-selves 
on handling efficiently. While occasional 
errors do creep in, the fault is not always 
oure: writing is often illegible, letters un- 
signed, or no address given. 

LOOK, TIME and other publications take 
several months to place a name on their 
mailing list; we do much better than that, 
but it does take time even under the most 
favorable conditions. 

Postal regulations require that all second 
class mail be zip-coded by the first of the 
year. In our particular case, tliis means re- 
placement of our entire mailing list . . . an 
expensive and time-consuming project par- 
ticularly when one considers the limited staff 
and our even more limited financial situation. 
We are doing our best to complete the Job; 
however, present indications are we will not 



be able to accomplish this change-over by 
the Dec, 31st deadline. In order to allow us 
more time, we are working long houi-s to get 
our issues out as far in advance as possible. 

The zip-code has evidently not been very 
successful in speeding up the mail as indi- 
cated in recent news articles. Sen. Daniel B. 
Brewster, a member of the Post; Office and 
Civil Ser\uce Committee, in a speech in tlie 
Senate Oct. 13th stated in part: 

"I am sure I speak for the vast majority 
of my colleagues when I say that there is 
something seriously wrong with the U.S. 
mails. Every one of us has been contacted 
by constituents complaining — and rightly — 
that there are inordinate delays in delivering 
the mail, and sometimes it is not delivered 
at all . . . 

"I want to cite some specific examples of 
chaos: 

"Chicago, m.—In this city the tieup of 
mail is the worst in its history. More than 
a million pieces of mail are backlogged — in- 
cluding kundreds of thousands of pieces of 
fii*st-class mail— and the end is nowhere in 
sight. The size of the backlog is growing 
each day ... 

"New York City—First-class mail is being 
held up in the post office as long as 24 hours, 
and sometimes longer. Third-class mail is 
being delayed at least a week, and often 
longer. 

"All I can say to my own constituents — 
and I say it sadly and bitterly — is that they 
have not seen anything yet. Just wait, Tlaere 
is a backlog of mail in almost every major 
post office in the country . . . 

"The mail is piling up faster than the em- 
ployees can handle it. And the Christmas 
rush has not even started yet. If the em- 
ployee force cannot handle the present vol- 
lune, what is going to happen when the an- 
nual Christmas i-ush begins? What is going 
to happen is collapse and chaos — unless we 
do something about it in a hurry," 

Acting Chicago postmaster, Henry W. Mc- 
Gee, said that tlie tie-up in Chicago alone- 
had stalled 113,000 sacks of third-class mail, 
5,600 sacks of parcel post, and 9,600 saclcs 
of second-class mail., Is the COMIMON 
SENSE you didn't get in one of those 9,600 
sacks held in Chicago — or perhaps at some 



other point? We naturally receive complaints 
of non-delivery of papers and parcels, but 
regarjiless^jof where the fault lies, \\^ are 
always glad to replace orders where possible 
to do so. 

Salaries are kept at a minimum and every- 
one on our staff is underpaid. Several work 
twelve or more hours a day, se\-en days a 
\^'eek. Volunteers and close friends frequent- 
ly ease our burden in, oh, so many ways. No 
one is paid for the articles written for COM- 
MON SENSE. All expenses are ker't at a 
minimum and only tiiose items necctsary to 
staying in business are purchased. Anyone 
visiting our headquarters can see we are^not; 
wasting money on luxuries. Practi<'aliy all 
our equipment was purcliased secon<l-hand; 
our press is more than fifty years old, and 
about ready to "retire." 

During the past few j'cars we weic forced 
as a matter of survival to lake man\^ thous- 
ands of names off our mailing list, pilmarily, 
those who had not renewed for a considerable 
time. Now we are spending every minute of 
time available and every extra dollar circu- 
larizing new readeL*s as we realixo an in- 
formed public is all that is necessary to turn 
the tide. The recent election results prove 
that. Our No. 1 project for the year a967i 
is to circularize millions at the grass roots; 
level with the truth in a final effort to take 
back our country from the diabolical forces 
that rule her and' return our nation to con- 
stitutional government. 

Because we are printing the TRUTH, we 
are subject to the most vicious smears, lies, 
threats, insults, and every effort is being 
made to put us out of business "LEGALLY." 
We can't spend precious space publicizing 
our daily "trials and tribulations," or tliere 
would be room for little else. 

It is difficult for the average ptn-son to 
realize what has been accomjili^hed by, 
COMMON SENSE the twenty-one years it 
has been published. But how muvh mora 
could have been accomplished if we had had 
adequate staff and funds to properly handle 
the tremendous amount of corresr^ondence 
that reaches us — to do the research neces- 
sary to give oiu' readers facts and mora 
facts-^to purchase type and other necessities!

TAX -SPEND -ELECT 

By J. JOHNSTON JIcCAXILEY 

A long time ago, a brilliant political analyst 
said; "Under a Democracy a country will last 
until those in power learn that they can per- 
petuate themselves through taxation. The 
United States is a Republic, not a Democ- 
racy." 

Ponder this for a moment, then think back 
to most of the political speeches, campaigns 
and rallies. What has been the predominant 
scheme? Promises made what .the candidate 
would do if elected. And whose money does 
any political office-holder use to do all these 
things? The people's money, of course, 
through taxation. Is it possible for a man to 
be elected without promising to do more and 
mbWlhTngs^for tHeAHierrcanpeople'tKf o uglT 
government? Is there any way in which 
these things can be done except through 
taxation? 

When a person has earned a dollar, he 
feels that he is free to spend it as he wishes — 
all of it. In activating a lesson in arithmetic, 
we might place a dollar in change on a table 
and then count the coins for taxes and set 
them aside. If this dollar represents one of 
two thousand one earns annually (without 
dependents), subtract 20# from this dollar; 
the other 80^ is the taxpayer's. Out of the $2- 
000 figure, subtract $400 for income tax, 
leaving $1,600; but many hidden taxes are 
still to be squeezed out of the remainder. The 
more a person makes, the higher the percent- 
age that goes for taxes. 

Another (with no dependents) who earns 
eight or nine times $2000 annually probably 
pays nearly half of it in income tax. The 
relatively few who earn $200,000 or more 
must pay 91^'c on most of it in Federal In- 
come Tax. In addition there may, be a state 
income tax, state sales tax, or both. 

On income tax derived from dividends, a 
graduated corporation tax of 52% or more 
would be stripped off before a person is hand- 
ed his profit — profit which would be subject 
to tax itself. Such double taxation is under- 
standably disliked by the people who have 
shouldered the payment of the^Pederal Gov- 
ernment's bills only to find out ^vhat a lav- 
ish spender the government is. 

The original income tax law — the 16th 
Amendment to our Constitution — came to 
just 31 words. From this humble beginning 
the law has mushroomed so that it now con- 
tains 440 thousand words — almost a half 
million — and is so complex that the average 
cKizen, even with a very modest income, 
needs professional help to compute his annual 
obligation to the Federal Government. 

The government spends $200,000,000 of its 
revenues each year on simply administering 
the income tax law. There is only about half 
enough personnel to run down defaulters. 
When it first became obvious that the Federal 
Government could not pay its bills through 
the Federal, Income Tax, there came into 
being the hidden, or indirect, tax. This began 
as a luxury tax and it began on a very 
plausible basis. After all, a citizen can choose 
whether or not he wants to pay a tax because 
he does not actually need to purchase lux- 
uries. If he chooses not to buy a luxury he 
therefore prefers not to pay this particular 
form, of taxation. Hidden taxes have become 
enormously important in the financial and 
economic structure of our government. They 
amount to one-fourth of the retail cost of 
one's automobile, one-third of one's telephone 
bills, half of the price one pays for gasoline 
and oil. 

What does the American taxpayer get In 
return for his hard-earned money? How is 
the annual $100 billion tax revenue used? The 
largest items are national defense, foreign aid, 
and Federal aid to pensionei's, schools and the 
various other agencies which were formerly 
locally maintained. The largest single item 
outside of defense is the interest on Municipal, 
State and Federal debts. This huge indebted- 
ness of over a trillion and a half need never 
have reached its astronomical proportions 
had elementary thrift been observed in gov- 
ernment management. Perhaps the mounting 
debts are one of the reasons our young peo- 
ple have such a sense of hopelessness in our 
times. 

We learn from past experience when a na- 
tion has a tax burden of 10% of its income 



that burden has been easily carried without 
damage to the economy. History also tells us 
that when the tax burden reaches 20 per cent 
of the nation's income the process becomes 
more difficult and dissatisfaction becomes 
widespread. But no country in the entire his- 
tory of the world has ever survived a tax bur- 
den that amounted to one-third of its total 
gross income. 

Where do we stand today? We stand 
roughly 31 per cent — jusfi two percentage 
marks away from the point of no return. 
Today, out of every dollar earned in the 
United States, 31 cents goes to the tax 
collector. Of course, there are curative meas- 
ures to our present, tax situation. If our 
people have sufficient energy to earn money 
5S^ p ayjiuge taxes maybe they will put a 
legale restrmning hand^'onTFTT^fsplosfEiwi 15r~ 
these funds before our country is rendered 
insolvent. 

There are only two avenues to take. The 
first is to continue along our present path 
and go on down the avenue towards bigger 
and more costly government. This is just 
what the Socialists would love to see us do, 
for then we would automatically become a 
welfare state, \vith the people demanding 
more and more from a central government, 
everyone working for the government and 
the latter giving back to the people what 
they must have in basic necessities. The 
other, is for the people of America to once 
again shoulder their own responsibilities for 
the things they now demand. This will per- 
mit a cutback, in the services government 
renders and a reduction in the amount of 
taxation imposed on us today. 

This reduction in government spending 
will not be automatic, however. We in the 
United States will have to demand it, but 
fil*st we -will have to stan taking care of 
our own resources and responsibilities. Then, 
and then only, will taxpayers, united and 
resolved, be able to do something about 
remedying conditions. Certainly, taxes are 
a necessity in the operation of all govern- 
ments, but even the most learned tax ex- 
perts look upon our tax structure as a legal 
nightmare. It has grown out of proportion 
at a phenominal rate. It needs a complete 
and thorough overhauling. But so long as 
we do not raise our voices in protest over ' 
unconstitutional functions of our several gov- 
ernments, just that much closer do we come 
to statism. Do we have the moral stamina 



and stx'ength to remain free? It is entirely up 
to the taxpayers to declare themselves. If 
they do nothing about it, they will wake up 
one of these days and find themselves living 
under a complete totalitarian government 
such as the Soviet Union today.

is to destroy the fonnulas for compatible re- 
ligious felicity and behavioui*.

Katanga was 
the greater Chi-istianized area, in the Congo, 
and Americans remember the" sadistic ac- 
count of the Unitc^d Nations spilling innocent 
blood of both White and Negrbi^ 'indiscrim- 
inately. Now the Jew Arthur Goldberg goads 
the Security Council of the U.N. to wage war- 
fare on the Christian governrhent^ of Africa. 
Will American boys be catapulted into this 
trap? Will American taxpayers sacrifice per- 
sonal wealth to aid in the machinations of a 
vendetta— a sacrifice on the altar of Judaism 
—to enforce the desires of a world govern- 
ment control over all humanity? 

Under the World Federalization the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund will issue a world 



conformity on monetary values under a one 
world money system. Gold is currently being 
coralled in a centralized control through the 
International Bankers. The Southwest Afri- 
can Nations and Rhodesia mine and stockpile 
gold independently which threatens the plan 
of the Intemationalists. 

Coupled with the African issue is the threat 
of tlie Ai'ab states toward Israel. To employ, 
American troops in Africa brings them into 
proximity to the Israel- Jordan dilemma. Tliis 
fulfills the commitments of Eisenhower, Ken- 
nedy and Johnson who as presidents over the 
American people, through executive agree- 
ments and without consent of Congress, 
placed American youth in expendable posi- 
tions for the preservation and advancement 
of political Zionism. 

Paramount in the anti-Christian drive by 
Bolitical Zionism is the decolonialization^of all 
world enipires for the restoraUori of national 
religious beliefs as a means to disfranchise 
the Christian influence in the African and 
Asian countries. This effected a spontaneous

Into the civil rights areas it is planned to 
gather minoriVies. " Within ten years, the in- 
fli^x of immigration will upgrade mh^orities 
to dominating power numerically.

. tian'race! With" America holding " political, 
economical and military control over the na-

seminaries, and in education from liindergarten to 
college level,

Few parents nowadays bother to find out 
what thoir chilclren are being taught. Curi- 
ous, we browsed through our child's books, 
believing that his fifth grade texts would 
probably be a typical spot-cl;eck of cuiTent 
ti-ends. What we found was so appalling that 
this child was transferred to a private Chris- 
tian day school. 

The reading book of THE NEW BASIC 
READERS series by Gray, Monroe, Artley 
and Ai'buthnot contains no poems whatso- 
ever; no works by well-known American au- 
thors — Whittier, Longfellow, etc.; the 
stories contain no morals. Many stories, with 
costly, multi-colored illustrations, are about 
children of other lands and animals. Twenty 
seven hundred words had been introduced by 
tlie end of tliis book in the series, teaching 
reading by memorizing the appearance of 
words instead of by reasoning the sound. 

The speller, MY SPELLING by Yoakam 
and Daw, is on the same order with more 
emphasis on the use and meaning of words 
tlian on phonics and word structiu'e. A dic- 
tionary whicli concludes the speller "defines" 
the word "Bible" in book four as telling us to 
love our neighbors. 

The language book, OUR ENGRSH LAN- 
GUAGE EVERY DAY by Bailey, Barnes and 
Horrocks, has a cowboy in multicolor on the 
cover and bucking bronco on the fly leaf, 
stooping to the child's level. Its units have 
such titles as "Just for Fun," "What's Your 
Hobby," "A Trip to the Moon," making learn- 
ing an entertainment instead of serious busi- 
ness. Tile "language" study contains instruc- 
tion on conducting meetings, making intro- 
ductions, telephone calls, making up riddles, 
etc. Grammar is presented haphazardly with 
punctuation, capitalization, kinds of senten- 
ces, speaking choirs, etc., conglomerated into 
" one luiit. 

The arithmetic text, AMERICAN ARITH- 
METIC by Upton and Fuller, is copyrighted 
under the "International Copyright Conven- 
tion," rather than an American work. The 
book skips about moving^ to a new subject; be- 
fore an old one is mastered: long division, 
fractions, back to long division, back to frac- 
tions, etc. The word "groups" is used instead 
of numfcjers," as putting together "groups" of 
the same thing, making arithmetic a "social 
coUectivist matter. Multiplication tables are 
not taught: instead, the child must memorize 
"facts": 2 * 3 

These facts go no x2 x4 

higher than 9's, 

makmg it easy to count 4 12 

on the fingers. 

ADVENTURING IN SQENCE by Craig 
and Hill, emphasizes the social utility of Sci- 
ence and not knowledge for knowledge's sake. 
Emphasis is on experience: students are not 
just taught that heat rises — they hold a 
thermometer near the floor, then the ceil- 
ing. (In classrooms much blackboard space 
for drilling is replaced by aquariums, etc., for 
object lessons) . The book teaches as fact the 
theory (man's guess) that man "evolved" 
from lower animal, contrary to Bible teach- 
ings that God created man in His own image 
and commanded eveiy living thing to bring 
forth after (own) kind ((^en. 1).' (Evolution- 
aiy theories were developed by atheists to ex- 
plain away God's miracles). 

A unit entitled "Animals Live Together," 
has sucii subtitles as "Bees are SOCIAL Ani- 



mals;" and "Ants are SOCIAL, too." (To 
communists, man is but a social animal). It 
pointed out how the GOVERNMENT pro- 
tects animals with game reserves, hatcheries, 
etc. (Government tentacles into every walk 
of life is socialism, baby sister of commu- 
nism) . Then a discussion of city planning en- 
sues (A socialist program) . 

A study question asks if the community 
could be more beautiful and livable. (This 
approach creates criticism and dissatisfac- 
tion. True science study is the presentation 
of facts — not the development of young so- 
cial reformers). CoUectivist ideas were sum- 
marized by indicating that alth ough people 
have different languages, skin or customs, 
they are alike in many ways and can work 
together (a communist line with the aim of 
a one-world, classless society, with one gov- 
ernment, one religion, and one race — the 
"human" race). The science textbook is 
somewhat of a substitute of theoretical SO- 
CIAL science for absolute science. 

The prize goes to the social studies text, 
EXPLORING TFIE NEW WORLD by Hamet, 
Follet and Ahlschwede (why all the foreign- 
named authors?). It is a conglomeration of 
history, geography, civics, past and present. 
Much space is consumed in meaningless con- 
versation while "we" take a voyage through 
the land which Columbus discovered. 

The book pushes the laborer; instead of 
listing products, it shows how people oX vari- 
ous sections "earn money" and asks the stu- 
dent if he would rather work in a factory, 
mine, or farm, etc. Illustrations depict the 
working man; industry, for example, is not 
pictured as towering smokestack, or any- 
thing that would represent management, 
capital, or free enterprise, but laborers at 
work. (Communism is a proletarian 'labor- 
ers' revolution). 

The iQxt indicates that in 1619 Negroes 
were first put on tobacco plantations in Vir- 
ginia. This is a false impression. The first 
slaves in America w^ possessed by^New^ 
England Tactory "owners and were later sold 
to southern plantation o^\'ne^'S. The book 
gives the impression that the South (land of 
plantations) was backward in agriculture un- 
til the GOVERNMENT stepped in with farm 
agents to show the South how to farm (prop- 
aganda for socialistic govemment) "semces") . 

Following each unit Is listed attitude-build- 
ing activities, books, records, etc. Among 
records it lists the tear-jerker "Nqbody 
Knows the Trouble I See," and among books 
Harriet Beecher Stowe's anti-South disserta- 
tion UNCLE TOM'S CABIN, a leading factor 
in agitating the civil war. (Racial agitation 
is a communist tool). 

Nothing is said of all that the South has 
done for the Negro who pays only a minute 
portion of tax monies spent on himj that 
there are moire Negro businesses in the South 
than the rest of the nation combined; that 
the Negro has made more progress in the 
South in shorter time than any other peoples 
in history, at any other place in the world. It 
does not let the future citizens know that in 
1826 there were 143 emancipation societies,- 
103 of which were in the South, nor that the 
South fought the war to preserve states* 
rights and property rights, and not to keep 
man enslaved. It does not tell of the carpet- 
baggers who pilfered the war-ravished South, 
how the conquei-ers dis-enfranchised white 
votei-s, nor that the "liberators" _ did NOT 
provide for the emancipated Negroes but left 
them penniless, homeless, jobless and ig- 
norant, to be absorbed by a war-depleted 
South. 

"Mistreatment" of the Indian is then wept 
over, pointing out how sett^ei-s took land from 
them, and wopdering if the students could 
have "lived in peace" (communist live) with 
the Indians if they had been settlers. 

Then a jump from early settlers to United

Nations, which, according to the book, meets 
to solve problems among nations. Nothmg is 
said of the dang"fer of the Soviet veto, that 
UN treaties supersede the U.S. Constitution, 
and that the U.N. is (he step before world 
government and destruction of national sov- 
ereignty. (Instead of presenting unbi,»sed 
facts on all sides of a subject, attitudes are 
built favorable to socialism) . 

There ensues a discussion of how inmii- 
grants have helped make the United .States 
a great country. (Communists want la^\.s re- 
laxed relative to immigration, the souice of 
much subversive infiltration). 

Little information is given about e.irly 
American heroes or factors in the nation's 
early history which made it the greatecst na- 
tion on earth. There is no memory work 
called for; one activity calls for A student to 
READ the "Gettysburg Address" to the 
class. 

The social studies text spends several pages 
on the virtues of the -Tennessee Valley Au- 
thoi^ity, Grand Coulee Dam, etc., (soriaiistic 
government operations competing with pri- 
vate enterprise). An activity question was 
-on peacetime uses of atomic energy. (Stu- 
dents are encouraged to discuss subjects be- 
fore they are completely informed, thus de- 
veloping potential agitators who are inform- 
ed of only one side) . 

There is propaganda for national parks. 
(The government now owns 40'/^ of the land 
area of the United States on the road to a 
total state). Tlie book asks what lessons na- 
tions can gain by the unguarded border be- 
tween the U.S. and Canada (propaganda for 
disarmament). It states that South Ameri- 
can armies would be stronger if they )iad one 
great leader instead of many (centralized 
power) . In discussing the Panama Canal, the 
book does NOT teach that the canal belongs 
to the United Stales (communists aro trying 
to internationalize the canal) . Sellinj; points 
are given as to why Alaska and Hawaii 
should become states, but no points ui^ainst. 
(The statehood of these liberal areas, one 
only 18 miles from Russia, the other, made 
up of orientals, is to communist advantage). 

Much stress is placed upon SOCIAl , living, 
"working together," and how the GOX^ERN- 
MENT helps the poor with housing projects, 
etc. (Nowhere does tlie Bible or Constitution 
give the paternal govemmentJ such dnli', but: 
instead the Bible emphasizes individual re- 
'Bponsibility. The -government can give NOTH- 
ING that it does not first TAICE, but this 
factj is not pointed out in propagandi-iing the 
welfare state) . 

Projects call for the class to be divided into 
committees to work on activities. The imma- 
ture children themselves choose what Ihej^ 
want to work on. One child might do the ma- 
jority of the work; while the "group'" .o:ets the 
credit, destroying individualism, competition, 
and incentive. One might learn mu*'h about' 
Michigan by making a products ni.ip, but' 
nothing about Wisconsin, another group's 
project. The teacher is one of the group, 
(causing lack of respect for authority). 
Group activities have beeii blamed for teen- 
age gangs in cities; they lay the foundation

for communal living and a non-competitive 
society. 

In "social studies" one does not learn 
chronological history. Boundaries are noti 
taught — .we are all supposed to he one big 
happy world family. National pride is re- 
placed with a broader relationship with all 
peoples. No threat of communism is men- 
.tioned. 

The social studies book emphasizes the 
need of our govemmentfs establishing "free" 
schools in underdeveloped countries. Private 
education, centered around the Bible, was the - 
"American system; the Bible places this re- 
.spon sibiIity __upon parents ^— not soc iety 
(Eph. 6^4, Deut 4:10, 6:7) . Public schools, in- 
troduced in America in the 1860's, came from 
Prussia and were advocated by Karl Marx in 
his COMMUNIST MANIFESTO in 1848. 
With the Marxian doctrine "B^opi each ac- 
cording to his ability, to each according to his 
need," public schools are financed by private 
possessions (tax money) faicen from property 
ownere irrespective of their havjng school 
children, giving others something for noth- 
ing. 

So-called "free" public schools have been 
a blessing in many ways; however, Marx ad- 
vocated nothing that would not serve the "so- 
cial revolution." Socialized education not 
only affords the privilege of compulsory edu- 
^ cation for everyone, but also provides text- 
' books which indoctrinate a whole generation. 
"Progressive" education originated in Rus- 
sia and was abandoned for traditional meth- 
ods after the "reds" completed their take- 
over. This system was instigated in America 
by a group of socialists to train for a non- 
competitive society. Its leaders have long 
lists of subversive records (John Dewey, 
George S. Counts, et al). It) eminates pri- 
marily from Columbia Teachers College 
which trains teachers of teachers. In most 
education courses only the "progressive" 
method is taught and only the virtues of this 
method. People are not taught how to think, 
but what t<o think. - - **--<---^'^ - 

Indoctrination of children begins in pro- 
gressive kindergartens, where world-minded- 
ness is taught by "group consciousness" and 
appealing stories of children in other lands; 
where individuals are not featured in pro- 
grams, but all must perform en masse; and 
where even using crayon from a common con- 
tainer instead of individual boxes has its sin- 
ister implications. 

According to reliable investigations, the 
field of education is second in subversion only 
to that of religion. Communists influence 
education througii infiltrating teacher-train- 
ing colleges and teacher's associations, pro- 
fessional journals, and textbooks. A recent 
survey by Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution reveals that 3 out of 4 textbooks are 
leftist, slanted or otherwise objectionable. 

When parents protest about the materials 
being used, indoctrinated educators parrot 
fixed replies: "You are judging the whole 
system by one example," "Your child has a 
personality defect," or "is left eyed" or "only 
professional educators are in a position to de- 
cide what is best" (self appraisal) . It is never 
the system. Thus the "incompetent" parents 
and taxpayers are brushed off. ^ 
^ Upon transfer of our son to a, Christian day 
school, achievement tests placed him at- 5th 
year 2nd month, and nine months later at 8th 
year 9th month, proving to us that it is the 
method and not, the child at fault. Most 
Christian schools use traditional methods 
plus giving a spiritual foundation which builds 
leaders who can withstand false ideologies, 
and character which reaps rewards in eter- 
nity. 

With modem textbooks is it any wonder 
that children grow up with irresponsible, lack- 
a-daisical attitudes, without ever learning 
how to study, with mediocrity being accept- 
able? Is it any wonder that this nation is de- 
veloping young socialists without foundation 
in Christian Americanism who would be 
push-overs for communism? 

Admittedly, progressive education has 
brought about revolutionary changes during 
the past twenty years — but the big ques- 
tion is: "To what are we progressing?"

The Director has inquired if there is any factua 
basis for an article which appeared in the 3/15/67 issue 
"Common Sense," This article states that television cameras 
photographed FBI Agents and police guarding the entrance to the 
"Dallas Court House" on the morning of 11/24/63 before and 
during the time that Lee Harvey Oswald was shot by Jack Ruby. 
It states that the FBI turned back Mrs, Marguerite Oswald, 
mother of Lee Oswald, from entering the building, but that the 
FBI and Dallas police allowed Jack Ruby and a "high official of 
the Justice Department" to enter. It states that this was 
recorded on film, which was confiscated fi^om the television 
station by Texas Attorney General Waggoner Carr, who. 
subsequently turned the film over to the Justice Department, 
after making several copies, to insure smooth future dealings 
with the Department, •

Vietnam came when the State Department 
persuaded Diem Ngu, who had been living in 
exile in New York State for several years, to 
return to Vietnam to take over the govern- 
ment.

signed the task of pushing the "Sense Resolu- 
tion" tlu'ough Congress.

When confronted with 
the record he confessed that he had known 
what he was doing at the time but had relied 
upon the pledged word of the President that 
the unconstitutional and unlimited power

This "one of the most tragic mistakes in 
American history" has cost the lives of 15,- 
000 young men with many times that number 
wounded, Tiie question now is: Will Congress 
allow that "mistake" to stand or will Con- 
gress voluntarily move to correct it? If Con- 
gress fails and refuses to act — must our 
young men continue to die because there is 
no real representation for them at any level 
of government? The debate sparked by Sena- 
tor Gruening came about because of two 
statements made by the administration in the 
previous week. Tlie Congress was just be- 
ginning to awake from a long, propaganda- 
drugged sleep, and the import of these state- 
ments "got through" to them. 

LBJ had stated in a speech to the Ameri- 
can Bar Association (a sub-committee of 
which had ruled unanimously that the actions 
of the administration in South Vietnam were 
-legal in accordance with the Charter of the 
United Nations and the SEATO Treaty) that: 
"We stated then (at the time he ASI^D for 
the Tonkin Gulf Resolution) and we repeat 
now, WE DID NOT THINK TEIE RESOLU- 
TION WAS NECESSARY to do what we did 
and what we're doing." 

Undersecretary of State, Katzenbach, has 
said that Congressional Declarations of War 
are outmoded. Many members of Congress, 
apparently a majority, find this statement in- 
conceivable; but, they are wrong. Mr. Katzen- 
bach dropped a hint to the wise which 
reached no "wise" faculties. He said: 

"The use of the phrase, 'to declare war,* as 
it was used in the Constitution of the United 
States had -a particular meaning in terms of 
the practices which existed at that time and 
which existed really until the United Nations 
Organization." (Congressional Record 8-21- 
G7. page 11883). 

Of course LBJ could have taken the action 
he took and continues to' take in Vietnam, 
provided the UN directed him to do it. With- 
out consulting Congress, a dozen ArticleJ^I?i 
the UN CHARTER proclaimed the faq^; and, 
as Katzenbach stated, the administration 
needs no Declaration of War for any military 
action taken by the President — under Ar- 
ticles 39, 25 and 24, the Security Council and 



advance of what we intend to do. {The Rus- 
sian head of the Military Department of the 
UN should be able to use that type of infor- 
mation!) Please remember, the American 
Bar Association report that "WE" are legally, 
engaged in the Vietnam War, not in accord- 
ance with the Constitution, of the United 
States npr by the authority of the Tonkin 
Gulf Resolution, but in accordance with the 
Charter of the -United Nations and the South 
East Asian Treaty Organization (SEATO) . 

An awakening Congress struggling weakly 
to its feet, surveys the disastrous wreckage 
evident on every hand. What can they do? 
Repeal the Tonkin Gulf Resolution with half 
a million men pinned down in Vietnam? Re- 
veal their own incompetence in an election 
year? If they suddenly became statesmen 
and repealed the Resolution, what would hap- 
pen? The Administration would ignore tiiem. 
Under the UN law they really did not need 
the resolution. It was JUST A SCHEME TO 
INVOLVE CONGRESS IN THEIR CRIME 
as they have done many times before. 

Remember too, Senator Fulbright \vho 
pushed the Resolution through Congress 
now says it was one of the most tragic mis- 
takes of American History. What can Con- 
gress do now to stop the tragedy? 

There is one thing they could do — in 3 
days time or less! Review the UN Charter 
and examine its treaties, agreements and 
resolutions. THE MOST TRAGIC MISTAICE 
IN AMERICAN HISTORY WAS THE 
RATIFICATION OF THAT CHARTER. 

One of the provisions of this fraudulent 
"charter" which actually, on the face of it, is 
a Constitution for a new government, is Ar- 
ticle 109' setting forth that if the "charter" 
had not been reviewed and revised by the 
10th year, the General Assembly would re- 
view and revise it in 1955. Tliis was a TWO- 
PARTY TREATY; why was the U.S. Senate 
not required also to REVIEW and REVISE 
by the 10th year? Because the United States 
Senate, under this treaty, WOULD NOT EX- 
IS5:iN19o5. 

When the 10th year rolled around the Gen- 
eral Assembly decided that if they, attempted 



to review and revise at this time they might 
LOSE THE WHOLE CHARTER as they 
certainly would have done in the face of a 
1954 Senate Subcommittee Report that there 
was not enough of the 1945 Charter left to 
amend. It had been euchered out of business 
by the UN itself. Every revision is on the 
agenda of the General Assembly and each 
year it is postponed. 

This was the most important (and fraudu- 
lent) "treaty" ever entered into by tlie Unit- 
ed States. It was not ONE of the most tragic 
mistakes in American history; it was THE 
most tragic mistake of all time. 

At a press conference, held subsequent to 
the Gruening-Katzcnbach-Fulbright debate, 
in defense of his unlimited authority, the 
President asserted that the late Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft approved of sending troops to Ko- 
rea but objected to the way President Tru- 
man had done it without the consent of Con- 
gress. 
, jnm fact is that Mr. Taft,^ m his^ book, A' 
Fol*ei^ Policy for Americans, reveals his 
vigorous opposition to the whole KoEean war 
scheme. Senator Taft, we believe, has estab- 
lished veiy clearly where we parted company 
with the Constitution. Heed his remarks! "I 
voted for and supported the United Nations 
Charter in the Senate on July 28, 1945. I 
was never satisfied with the Charter and 
stated my criticism definitely at the time. 

"It follows that, except as such policies 
may ultimately protect our own security, we 
have no primary interest as a national policy 
to improve conditions or material welfare in 
other parts of the world or to change other 
forms of government, CertainV we should 
not engage in war to achieve such purposes." 

On page 32, Senator Taft quotes from a 
letter written by F. D. Roosevelt to Premier 
Reynaud: ". . . so long as the French people 
continue in defense of their liberty . . . ma- 
terial and supplies will be sent to tliem from 
the United States. ... I know that you will 
understand that these statements carry with 
them NO IMPLICATION OF MILITARY 
COMMITMENTS. ONLY THE CO"NGRESS 
CAN jVTAICE SUCH COMMITJ^IESSfTS," 

President Roosevelt died before tlie United 
Nations Charter was approved at San Fran- 
cisco. Then Harry S. Truman became Presi- 
dent and, to settle a dispute at the San Fran- 
cisco Convention, he wired from Potsdam: 
"When any such agreement or agreements 
are negotiated (to provide troops for a UN 
Army) it will be my purpose to ask the Con- 
gress for appropriate legislation to approve 
them." 

At this point, before the UX Charter was 
approved. Congress still had the power to de- 
clare war. As Mi*. Katzenbach so tersely 
stated it: "Until the United Nations Organiza- 
tion." As reported by Mr. Taft, the change in 
the law became apparent following the or- 
ganization of the UN. He says: 

"On January 11, (1931?) at a press inter- 
view, according to the Washington Post: 'Mr. 
Truman, whose right to send troops to 
Europe recently was challenged by Senator 
Robert A. Taft, said that he had tlie power to 
send them any place in the world. . .*

later . . . according to the press: 'He repeated 
that his Constitutional authority did not de- 
pend upon the consent of Congress, . .' 

furthermore, a document was submitted 

" to Congress entitled 'Powers of the President 
to Send Armed Forces Outside the United 
States' . . . This document contains the most 
unbridled claims for^ the authority of t!ie 
President that I have ever seen in cold print, 
In effect, the document asserts that when- 
ever, in his opinion, American foreign policy 
requires, he may send troops to any part 
whatsoever in the world. No matter what the 
war is . . . that may involve us."- 

The absolute authority of the United Na- 
tions to call upon the President to "make 
available to the Security Council ON ITS 
CALL, armed forces, assistance and facilities 
has been understood and recognized by every 
president from Truman to Johnson — yet 
Congress Imew nothing about it! They have 
watched the United States forces dragooned 
into undeclared wars in Korea and Vietnam 
under laws of which they are completely ig- 
noi^nt. Now, as they strive frantically to get 
our young men out of Vietnam they are 
blandly and insolently informed by the Presi- 
dent and over-educated upstarts from De- 
fense and State that the President has full 
authority to send them any place on earth 
and to pin them down for ten to fifty years 
if he so desfires.

Unless 
We know where we were we will not know 
where we ^ are nor how to chart a sensible 
course to where we are going.

Youngsters gravitate to my house. I have 
things which attract them. First of all, I have 
gregarious youngsters of my o\vn. I have col- 
lections of weapons and military insignia 
from all the world. I have a collection of ship 
models. At my dock there are watercraft, 
and youngsters Imow that I may take them 
deep-sea fishing. They also come to borrow 
tools to work on their automobiles. The 
youngsters who come to my house are not, 
generally speaking, part of the "youth prob- 
lem." They are not alienated. They are do- 
ing well in school. They are patriotic. ROTC, 
National Guard, and Naval Reserve are rep- 
resented among them. The ages of the young- 
sters who visit my house have tended to keep 
pace with the ages of my own youngsters, 
which means that they are now mostlji v^ryi-w 
versity freshmen and sophomore*? 

Recently I attended the funeral of one of 
the youngsters who had been a regular visi- 
tor to my house since the age of twelve. He 
was killed in Vietnam. I remember well the 
bright, fresh-faced boy who drove a type of 
automobile called a "T-Bucket" which he of- 
ten brought to me for consultation. He was 
buried with a posthumously-awarded medal 
on his chest. 

These youngsters are willing to fight. But 
for what? This is the question they always 
ask me: "WHAT IS THE SOLUTION?" 
Where is the banner of righteousness to 
which we may bring our young idealism? 
Which cause should we espouse? Which po- 
litical faction should we join? I must confess 
that I have no answer for them. I myseLE 
have been looking for the ''solution" for 
thirty years and have not found it. IMost 
causes, organizations, political organizations, 
and even churches are today in the hands of 
an element known in the vernacular as "The 
Phonies." I tell my young friends frankly 
that they have been bom into a bad time, a" 
fundamentally ^vicked age in which a great 
disaster is now virtually inevitable. This 
seems a gloomy thing to tell young people. If 
they wish to hear glib, pleasant lies, the com- 
munications industry has thousands of people 
working at the production of such? and they 
can take their choice. If they can stand the 
truth, they might as well hear it from me.

Already, for a long time, 
they have been thinking in terms of a 
WORLD STATE under their rule, a world re- 
ligion which will control the people, a world 
economy which will give up 4ts treasures to 
them. Why did the big rich^o red? Marxism 
is not, as many people apparently still believe, 
a proletarian movement.

IT WAS THE DEFECTION OF THE BIG 
RICH WHICH DESTROYED AMERICAN 
CONSERVATISM. Many of my friends and 
neighbors are conservatives. Many of them 
belong to the John Birch Society. They are 
always pestering me to attend their meetings. 
I find that life is short, and that I have no 
time for lost causes. All over the country, 
thousands of sincere people have joined patri- 
otic right-wing organizations. They are good 
people, the salt of the earth. Unhappily, they 
are being led mei-rily up the primrose path. 
When the big rich went red, they didn't both- 
er to tell the provincial rich or the middle 
class about it. They retained control of the 
American right wmg long enough to insure 
the complete wreckajre-of-Jtr^cWaijypthe 
terms *'Right" and "Left" no longer really 
mean anything at all. At the very top, the 
SAME PEOPLE conU'ol both sides. It is 
down in the ranks that you find the true be- 
Jievere of both the left and the right. At the 
top you find nothing but consummate cyni- 
cism. A lot of these people at the veiy top are 
Jews. The House of Rothschild is often 
credited with being the inventor of "The Sys- 
tem.;* A lot of rich gentiles also belong to 
this gang. Henry Ford I was the last real 
holdout against them. When old Henry Ford 
was carried to his grave in a Packard hearse, 
American Conservatism was buried along 
with him. The defection of the big rich was 
a blow from which American Conservatism 
has never recovered. 

For many years, I have been urging the 
loud-mouthed professional anti-Communists:

and statecraft of the old. Where are the "Eld- 
er Statesmen" who will provide the leadership 
which the idealistic young so eagerly seek? 
In thirty years, I have not found them, I 
have reached the conclusion that the poet 
Yeats was right about our times. We have 
come to a time when the wicked ai-e full of 
passionate intensity, while the good lack all 
conviction. 

Tlie great evil dragon of our times is the 
World State idea. Your university, your mass 
media, even perhaps your church, will pre- 
sent this idea to you as the ultimate in Ideal- 
ism. A slab-like building, located on the east 
side in New York, purpoi-ts to be the head- 
quarters of the parliament of the world Pro- 
fessor Arnold Toynbee, the poor man's 
Spengler, has ^vritten a good statement of tlie 
One-Worid idea in the April 20, 1967 issue of 
Saturday Review, undeivthe title Peace, Em- 
pure, and Worid Government 'If 'this is avail- 
able in your public libraiy, perhaps you ought 
to read it. THEN REALIZE THAT THIS 
WORLD STATE TOYNBEE IS TALKING 
ABOUT IS THE ANTI-CHRIST. It may be 
difficult for you to understand this at first. 
Professor Toynbee presents a polished, intel- 
lectually-competent, slick argument for the 
Worid Government which he says will save 
us from atomic \var. If you are young and in- 
experienced, it may be difficult for you to see 
the holes in Toynbee's arguments. 

The "Worid State Gang" have already prov- 
en, during their quest for power, the real na- 
ture of their character and intentions. Un- 
happily, you are not likely to know this. The 
mass media today are owned by the World 
State gang. The educational system is dom- 
inated by them. The literary world of New 
York is their private cesspool. Today intel- 
kctual integrity is largely a fugitive thing. 
The centers of power in our civilization have 
already been captured by the Worid State 
gang. The funny little men of the political 
left and the political right do their' bidding. 
You have grown up in the midst of clamorous 
din of propaganda generated hy them. 

There is one place where you ought to be 
able to find the basic truth. You ought to be 
able to find it in your church. Unhappily, you 
won't find it there. Our churches, of what- 
ever faith, have become mass media, and 
they respond to the same controls which gov- 
ern the rest of the mass media. As sources 
of genuine religious faith, they are bankrupt. 
I know some young people who are always be- 
ing converted from one religion to another, or 
from religion to atheism, or vice versa.- In 
these times, they should know that they are 
not really making much of a change when 
they make these switches. Today the clergy 
and the atheists are both working hard at the 
same trade; SOCIAL CONTROL. The athe- 
ist IS not loyal to atheism, any more than the 
churches are loyal to religion. The atheist 
claims not to believe in the supernatural, but 
let somebody set up an idol, and like as not he 
wiU bow down before it. Some members of the 
Worid State Establishment" are known to 
believe that paganism is the best way to con- 



trol the people. Qiristianity is not deemed 
suitable because of its irksome ethical and 
moral concepts. Bluntly, the World State 
wants a WICKED religion, a prostitute re- 
ligion which will endorse any wickedness 
which might come into then* minds. If you 
are a young man today, you will see the em- 
ergence of such a religion during your life- 
time. It will be a dynamic religion, and it will 
be exploded into the world with great force. It 
will be supported.by tlie power-holders every- 
where. It will be compulsory. It will seek 
ruthlessly to replace Christianity. It will be 
promoted by all the mass media of the worid. 
It will be almost universally accepted. 

There is said to be a "generation gap" be- 
tween your college generation and older peo- 
ple. There is indeed a gap, a great, wide 
chasm. Anyone fifty years old belongs to a 
timdwhieh was called "the-modern*age." The 
modem age was a great age, and I shall saj^ 
nothing against it. Your generation is tlie 
first "post modern" generation, and you are 
living in an entirely different age from the 
age in which your parents lived. Let us face 
it: the modern age is over. It ended rather 
prematurely, and never fully realized its pos- 
sibilities. Tliis fact has been duly lamented by 
Professor Revilo P. Oliver jn a series of dis- 
tinguished articles in the AMERICAN MER- 
CURY and WESTERN DESTINY. These 
articles ought to be read by every thinking 
American. I am really afraid though, that 
Professor Oliver is fighting a lost;battle. The 
treason of the big rich has ci-eated a gap in 
American leadership which is virtually insiu-- 
mountable. 

This is the real evil of Marxism. Marxism 
gave the big rich a chance to revel in tempt- 
ing evil, and to blame it all on the poor. Be- 
fore we upbraid the big rich too.severely for 
succumbing to this temptation, let- us face the 
fact that it was a terrific temptation. It was 
the same temptation which Satan is said to 
have offered to Christ on the-mountaintop: 
NOW YOU HAVE THE POWER TO TAI^ 
ALL THE KINGDOMS OF THE WORLD. 
The big rich, like us lesser mortals, are only 
flesh and blood, and \^'hen they saw this temp- 
tation they flew into it Uke mollis flying into 
a candle. 

Some young people have asked me to give 
them a reading program which will put them 
squarely atop the real meaning of the events 
of our time.

progress, express their solidarity with aU 
other struggluig people, and be a historic 
contribution to world culture." 

The power of music for good or evil pur- 
poses has been known since before the time 
of Christ. Plato :vrote in the Republic that 
"tlie introduction of a new kind of music 
must be shunned as imperiling the whole 
State; since styles of music are never dis- 
turbed without affecting the most important 
political institutions." In the 1950's came 
I^ock 'n Roll and then in the 1960*s came the 
Beatles with their new sounds andjepeUtive^ 
-lyrics.- — Thcsemew-soundsTiruiovered a mode 
of music that dates back to ancient Greece 
and which had remained dormant imtil un- 
wittingly unearthed. Pythagoras and other 
Greek philosophers of the 6tli Century B.C. 
worked out this mode of music, characterized 
by an ecstatic, orgiastic beat. It is interesting 
to note that this mode of music was eventu- 
ally condemned by the ancient Greeks as 
"being too lascivious." 

Needless to say, the Communists hava not 
entered into the field of music for any hu- 
manitarian purpose. Tile International Music 
Bureau, with its headquartei's in Moscow an- 
nounced in 1933 in the magazine "Soviet 
Music" "... we can be successful in our 
efforts only if we know how to ti'ansplant 
our political slogans to the sphere of music." 
Tliis transplanting of political ideas is tlie 
Communist Master Music Plan to destroy 
'America. In this plan they hope to create 
a sick mind. This plan could be called 
MENTICIDE, a suicide of the mind. 

Tliis psycho-political scheme was begun in 
the United States in 1946. A few of the fronts 
which were established were recording com- 
panies renewing activities for the Commu- 
nist causes and objectives. 

In an official House Committee on Un- 
American Activities Report entitled "100 
Tilings You Should Know About Communism 
and Education" the American people were 
alerted to a number of subversiye.org^i-, 
zalions. Listed as one of the ^it'ed' organi- 
zations was Young Peoples Records. Karl 
Prussion, a former agept for the FBI witliin 
the Communist Party, has stated under oath 
that within the cell apparatus of the Commu- 
nist Party this organization was accepted and 
supported by the Communist cell membei-s. 
In David A. Noebel's book, "Rhythm, Riots 
and Revolution," he quotes Dr. William J. 
Brj^an Jr., in regard to a record. The Little 
Puppet, made by a Communist recording 
Company. Dr, Bryan, Jr., states this record 
has "a certain power of suggestion and musi- 
cal arrangements designed to be frustrating 
and hypnotic." Hypnotic suggestions could 
include tlioughts of world citizenship and 
against nationalism and patriotism. 

Why do we allow the songs of this "new 
sound" to be played to our cliildren? Ameri- 
can homes are flooded \vith vast quantities 
of this violent and orgiastic type of music 
24 liours a day across the nation by radio. 
It is a frightening thing to know that the 
possibility exists whereby our enemies could 
place our youth into a frenzied, hypnotic 
state and send them forth into tlie streets 
to riot and revolt. We have witnessed this 
possibility as a reality in tliis very city during 
the Sunset Strip incidents. Tlie voice on a 
record played these days on Rock 'n Roll 
stations argues "It's our constitutional guar- 
antee" to walk unmolested on the Sunset 
Strip. The record ends \vith the singer being 
hustled into a police car. 

Is it their constitutional right to knock out 
windows ^vith a tire chain, or dent car roofs 
with a street sign they uprooted, or drop 
lighted matches into the diesel oil tank of a 
bus? Is it their constitutional right to luu-tle 
rocks and bottles at police officei*s? What has 
happened to the respect Americans had for 
private property and law enforcement offi- 
cials? Are we falling for the Communist line 
of abolishment of private property? Are we 
listening to the words that have come from 
tlie mouths of the writers and singers of 
these songs of the "new sound?" These words 
boldly declare their communistic and anti- 
American p"hilosophy. Yet, unknowingly, we 
allow our children to voice the same anti- 
American thinking, thinking that can eventu- 
ally help enslave them.

I will 
tell you the plain, unvarnished truth: You 
have been born into a bad time. Your life is 
likely to be a journey on a darkling plain. 
The initial phases of the battle against evil 
will be won by the other side. But I shall end 
on an upbeat note after all: I have faith that 
the banner of righteousness will indeed be 
raised again in the world, even in the midst 
of a great disaster, and those who know the 
real difference between good and evil will 
recognize this banner when they see it, and 
will repair to it. I have found the human spe- 
cies fascinating, in spite of all of their faults. 
I have some hope that at least two of them, 
a boy and a girl, will sui-vive the coming dis- 
asters, so that the species may continue. I 
hold firmly to this rather limited hope. As 
for the other false hopes so many people are 
spreading around, waste no time upon them; 
they have no legitimate claims upon you. The 
One-Worlders will try to waste your time and 
youthful idealism with their schemes and 
^'movements." The Conservatives wilitell you 
wistfully of their dream of returning to the 
good old days of the McKnley administra- 
tion; these are nice people;, be gengejiyith 
thein. Unhappily, as I have told you7 they 
were sold out when the big rich went red 
many long years ago. Perhaps you should 
mainly relax and enjoy being young. The 
world in which you live has come to the point 
described in a cornball joke I heard many 
years ago. 

In this joke, an Irishman named Pat was 
applying for a job as railroad signalman. The 
railroad superintendent tested him with hy- 
pothetical situations. The super said, "We 
have two trains approaching each other from 
opposite directions on the same track at sixty 
miles per hour. There has been a slip-up in 
train orders, and neither train knows about 
the other. What would you do in a case like 
that?" 

Pat said, "I would set the semaphore sig- 
nals to stop the trains?" 

The super said, "what if they have already 
passed the semaphore signals?" 

Pat replied, "I would run out and signal 
them with a red flag." 
"What if they didn't see the red flag?" 
Pat, now thoroughly exasperated and sus- 
pecting that his leg was being pulled, said, "I 
would go and get my wife." 

The super snapped, "your wife? What on 
earth could your wife do?" 

Pat said, "she couldn't do anything, but 
she likes to watch train wrecks." 

I sometimes tell this corny joke to young- 
sters who pester me for a "solution" to the 
world political problem today. I am of the 
opinion that there is no such thing as a "so- 
lution." The One-Worlders are now bound to 
have their world state, and it is bound to be a 
failure. On the far side of that failure, for 
those who survive it, there will be the job of 
picldng up the pieces and starting anew. I 
know of no political idea at work in the world 
today which I consider to have a chance of 
anything except failure, 

I know of many good political ideas ad- 
vanced by powerless people; but we live in a 
time when power and goodness are far sep- 
arated. This is a basic destructive situation. I 
know of no immediate remedy for it; But I 
know the power of reality to destroy the un- 
real frauds of our time. When the present 
crisis has passed, the earth is likely to be a

Dear Mr, Hoover: 



I am a higti-school student. My family has recieved several iss 
of the enclosed puTili cation 'through the' mail. (We did not re- 
quest itl) Many th&ngs printed in it have disturbed us, partic- 
ularly the anti-Jew matter which is aibout all it consists of. I 
have wondered about the truth or true meaning and signifigance of 
many facts which refer to sources such as Oongressiona-l Record an" 
P.B.I, files. I would appreciate very much your comments and/or 
confirmations in reference to parts of this paper which I have 
marked with red ink or anything else that you see worthy of atten 
tion. The paper claims to fight communism. Well, I want to figh 
commxmism, but you can' fight nothing with misinformation. I 
have enclosed a self- addressed , stamped envelope for your reply 
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The "Judaized Gentile" is one of the types 
of our times. Sometimes he seems more Jew- 
ish than the Jews. Yet he is not a convert to 
the Jewish religion, but rather to Jemsh 
apostasy. The Jews in whose company he is 
found are Freudian and Marxian. They say, 
"Maniism is the modei'n form of Jewish 
propliecy." In fact, it is the Jewish form of 
"Modernism," of secularized religion which 
no longer believes in God. The modernist, 
either Jewisli or Christian, is an "end of the 
era'* man, having indeed a form of godliness 
but denying tlie power thereof. The Judaized 
Gentile, like the apostate Jew, regards the 
ancient Jewish religion as a quaint old-time 
thing, to which a certain lip-service may be 
given, but in which no sophisticated modern- 




The Judaized Gentile knows a few triclc^ 
words of Yiddish. He is always a liberal. He 
is also a rascal. He probably has a good old 
English name and lives in a house or apart- 
ment crammed with "Early American" furni- 
ture.

It is the contention of 
this newspaper that Luther ICing was cut 
down by the same sinister clique of interna- 
tional conspirators, the same faceless manipu- 
lators of naked power, who killed President 
Kennedy. liing was killed, as was Kennedy, 
.n order to create a martyr-figure with which 
Co shore up the collapsing world of "liberal 
democracy." The liberal democratic state 
built as it is upon philosophical absurdities 
and. moral perversion, cannot stand without a 
constant influx of bigger and better lies, usu- 
ally of a maudlin and sympathy-provoking 
variety e.g. "The Six Million."' 

Some day, perhaps in the near future, the 
entire insane structure will come tumbling 
down, but right now we Americans are faced 
with a rapidly decaying society - assaulted 
from below by a mob of frenzied looters 'and 
arsonists and from' above by the intellectual 
mafia of Jewish academic* shysters who are 
pumping our students full of dings, treason 
and ideological poisons. 

Wliat relation does this have to the mur- 
dei*s of King and Kennedy? Simply this; M. L. 
King and J. F. Kennedy were both abject 
slaves of the Communist-Zionist conspiracy. 
Eveiy day of then* political lives was given 
over to fulfilling the program of this devious 
plot against humanity. When both became 
more valuable dead than alive, they were 
bnitally disposed of. If this is how they treat 
tlieir friends what can we, the vast majority 
of Americans of all races, expect from these 
fanatics whose age-old hati-ed of the rest of 
humanity is 'the root cause of all the horrors 
tiiat have tortured this world for the past two 
centuries. 

Consider fh'st the assassination of Kennedy:

The fact that it succeed- 
ed in placing the blame for the assassination 
on the "right wing," despite Oswald's com- 
munist record, is an appalling testimonial to 
tiie political credulity of the American peo- 
ple, even more appalling than the fact that an 
obvious failure lil^:e JFIC has been elevated 
hito a veritable saint. 

Much tlie same technique is discernible in 
the ICing affair. King was killed with a rifle 
as was Kennedy. Both were shot do\vn in a 
southern city noted for its distaste for "civil 
rights." In both cases the assassms were 
mysterious creatures — and both disap- 
peared: one Iviiled by a strange Jew; the oth- 
er, an elusive composite of photos and rec- 
ords, who lias not yet been found and who 
may never be, if indeed such a person exists 
at all. 

Why then was King killed? Simply because 
he had ceased to be of any use — that is, 
alive. His messiah image had faded badly of 
late. Ridiculed by the militants whose doc- 
trine of overt violence represents a more ad- 
vanced stage of tile conspiracy than the cov- 
ert violence of King's pacifism, barred from 
tlie Johnsonian seances in the White flouse 
by virtue of his opposition to the Viet war. 
King was reduced to playing second fiddle in 
the peace movement to such astounding pa- 
ladins as "Diaper Rash" Spock and "Clap- 
trap" Coffin the chief dervish at Yale.

otic "poor peopleV march" on Washington 
had all the makings of a- giant flop and King 
himself, lusting and biting rabidly after pub- 
licity, was malUng a monumental fool of 
himself by his pompous entry into a garbage 
^nan's strike in Memphis. Clearly Maiiin L. 
was descending fast, and if allowed to con- 
tinue, might have caused tremendous embar- 
rassment to his mastei's. 

Let us stop briefly to shed some light on 
ling's character. He was in all honesty rath- 
er dim-witted. He understood in a vague 
manner that he was part and parcel of a 
greater conspiracy; but where that conspira- 
cy began he did not know, and where it led 
he did not care just as long as glory and hon- 
or, influence and fame bathed him in their 
spotlights. Freely churning up a mixture of 
Christianity and Marxism, ICing came to im- 
agine himself an amalgam of the Holy Spii'it 
and Karl Marx. In brief, a fraud of epic pro- 
portions but a fraud blessed with the capacity 
for stirring up half-wits — not southern ne- 
groes or white workei-s, mind you, but rath- 
er these soft heads of democracy: the dd- 
gooding suburban housewives, the hair- 
brained pedagogues who abound in our 
schools, the social workei-s, the mitred buf- 
foons and clerical hacks who have turned 
Christianity into a miserable bedbuggism of 
stale slogans out of Karl Marx by "The Na- 
tional Guardian" and all the other damned 
fools who dream their preposterous dreams 
and drool and wliimper over every blood-spot- 
ted criminal who raises his head from out of 
the gutter and howls for "rights and revolu- 
tion." Such people are the stuff of decadence 
and to them King's ponderous oratory was 
not the same old left bosh absurdly emitted 
and defectively conceived but rather wisdom 
of an occult and fabulous kind.
